Itis a sad fact 
that the greatest number of cases of fourth of Juty 
tetanus occur in boys who have gone to some physician, 
not infrequently in a dispensary, who, instead of giving 
the wound the thorough treatment that it deserves, has 
superficially cleaned and dressed if. The responsibility 
here lies with the physician who first sees the wound. 
A thorough surgical treatment of biank cartridge 
wounds, supplemented by prophylactic injection of 
tetanus antifoxin when possible, would save many 
lives every year.

RUSSIA FACING 4 
CRISIS IN CHINA. 


England and Japan Said to 
Have Presented Demands 
Which Read Much Like 
an Ultimatum. 


| MUST GIVE UP MANCHURIA 


London Standard Says United 
States Will Help in Main-. 
taining Integrity of 
Chinese Empire. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNB.] 

LONDON, July 4,3 a. m.—The Standard to- 
day makes a feature of a statement pub- 
lished by the Nikoru Shimbun, a Japat-e 
ese newspaper, and reproduced by the Svét 
of St. Petersburg, and mailed to London, 
The statement declares that the British and 
Japanese ministers at Pekin have presented 
a joint note to the Chimese government 
making the following demands: 

First—Russia’s occupation of Manchurtla 


’ threatens the maintenance of peace in the 


far east, and injures the interests of England 
and Japan. 

Second—If the departure of the Russians 
from Manchuria is indefinitely postponed 
England and Japan must proceed to protect 
their interests. ° 

Third—China must demand from Russia 
the immediate evacuation of Manchuria. 


Russia Must Get Out. 

Fourth—Great Britain and Japan acknowk 
edge no treaty between Russia and China 
which does not bind Russia to evacuate Man- 
churia. 

Fifth—If after the evacuation of Manchuria 
a treaty between China and Russia with re- 
spect to the civil administration of Man- 
churia is deemed necessary, such treaty can 
only be concluded with the approval of Great 
Britain and Japan. 

Sixth—A reply to this note is demanded 
within five days. 

Prince Ching, president of the foreign 
board, adds the Svet, has counseled the em- 
press dowager to accept the Anglo-Japanese 
demands and has also requested United 


States Minister Conger to give them his sup- 


WRITES AS LIFE EBBS. 


Log of Wm. Ode, Sailor, Found 
with Body in ‘Arctic Seas. 


LEFT ON WRECKED SCHOONER 


Sets Down His Sufferings from Scurvy 
and Ends with Death, 


San Francisco, Cal., July 3.—[Special.]—Of 
all the stories of brave, uncomplaining suf- 


fering that ever came out of the sea none | 


has ever exceeded in dramatic realism and 
genuine pathos the simply told account of 
the last four months of the life of William 
Ode, a sailor, which reached -here in the 
shape of a copy of the log found a few weeks 
ago beside Ode’s body on the wreck of the 
schooner Courtney Ford in Alaskan waters. 

In the simple language of a seafaring man 
Ode sets down the happenings of that quarter 
year spent aboard the wreck amid the fogs 
and ice. 

To incidents which would have unseated 
the reason of most men he refers in a casual 
way, mentioning them in the same matter of 
fact vein as he tells of the wind’s direction. 
His own sufferings he catalogues in short, 
crisp sentences, and such moralizing as he 
finds occasion for is disposed of briefly. His 
story is a calendar of events, some of them 
trifling in themselves and unworthy of notice 
under other surroundings. They all lead, 
however, to the lonely death of William Ode, 
a deserted sailor. 


Schooner Purposely Wrecked. 


The schooner Courtney Ford ran ashore 


Sept. 30, 1902, on Izenbek island, Alaska. 


Two men were drowned when it struck the 
beach and two others were drowned later by 
the capsizing of a boat. After the schooner 
had struck, Capt. N. E. Burgeson found that 
some one had placed a piece of iron inside 
the compass, rendering it useless. The 
schooner stranded during thick weather, 
after it had heen navigated for three days 
by dead reckoning. The captain ana crew, 
after camping ashore about a week, were 
picked up by @ passing vessel and landed at 
Seattle. Ode was left behind as a watchman. 
His dead body was found recently by the 
officers of a revenue cutter. The help for 
which he had waited in vain left here a few 
days ago, when the schooner Carrie and 
Annie sailed for Izenbek.island with wreck- 
ing apparatus aboard. 


Welcomes His Death. 

Ode's log commences Oct. 4 and ends 
with a faint pencil scrawl, in which he 
tells of the welcome approach of death. Tt 
recounts a routine of duty to which he ad- 
hered as long as he was physically able. 
He describes the howling of hungry foxes 
which surrounded his icebound quarters and 
he writes with no note of complaint of the 
gradual conquering of his body by dread 
ecurvy and of his lonely fight with death. 
He tells of sufferings from_elements, of 
fruitless struggles to reach places where 
he expected to find his fellows, and of a 
growing weakness, which gradually claimed 
his robust frame and rendered impossibie 
the effort necessary to light a fire or crawl 
a few feet for water. He had rheumatism 
and merely mentions it. He had toothache 
and endured it patiently. 

Log Tells the Story. 

His log, in part, is as follows, and tells its 
own story: 

OCT. 4.—Boys left at #0 a. m. Took my'Stuff back 


to schooner and pumped ber out.. Wind north- 
west. 


OCT. 5.—Found skiff. Pu “1 it out. Shot one 
goose. Took vas board. Made sail for 
skiff from 


He then telis from day to day of fitting 
out ae skiff for cruising purposes, and each 
day records the fact that he “ pumped it 
out.” . A hurricane visited him on Oct. 11, 
and after that, as long as he was able, the 
log tells that he pumped the schooner out 
twice a day. He records a total eclipse of 
the moon:on Oct. 16, and on Oct. 17 notes a 
visit om two Eskimos. It was pump, 
pump, pump until Oct. 27, when the schooner 


was thrown on its beam ends. He walked 

Across the island on Oct. 30, and on Novy. 1 

he shot two ducks. His log continues: 

NOV. 20—Snow. 

NOV. 22—Terrible wind. Made up mind to leave 

NOY. 24—Left schooner. Came about six miles 
away from schooner and at 5 p. m was 
swamped by breakers. Could not return, as 
beach was too steep. 

NOV. 25-—Had terrible night, which I spent out- 
side, Lay under quilt and oil coat. Turned 
back, 

NOV. 26—8Skiff frozen in. 

NOV. 27 AND 28—Started to build 
schooner). 

DEC. 1—My twenty-seventh birthday. 
fifteen barrels of water. 


. Prepared for Winter. 

He completed his cabin, stocked it with 
firewood, and was ready for the heavy snow 
and cold which followed. The grim record 
continues: 

DEC, 28.—Wind northwest, stiff. Terrible cold. 
Stove redhot but could not get ice off window. 

DEC. 29.—Two foxes came to cabin overice. 

JAN. 2.—Ice. began to move out of bay. 

JAN. 3.—Wind west, light one day since Dec. 22. 
Clear enough to make out Aniak island. Foxes 


cabin (gn 


Carried 


came along during night, making terrible 
noise. Ice is back again. 
JAN. 13.—Wind southwest, clear. Toothache. 


Strength Begins to Wane. 

The condition of the weather continues the 
substance of record for several days. It 
goes on: 

JAN. 19.—Tried to get across ice, but got played 
out, about 100 yards from beach. Had to sit 
down five or six times to rest on Way back. 
I am too weak. I have been suffering from 
rheumatism, but never thought I had lost so 
much strength. 

JAN. 20.—Legs swell up. 

JAN. 21.—Legs same. 

JAN. 23.—Legs swell up to my hips. Don’t know 
what it is. Believe it is scurvy. 

JAN. 24.—Legs the same. 

-JAN. 27.—Arms swell up, too. 

JAN. 28.—Swelling goes down during night, but 
as #oon as I start to move about it is same 
again. I have still a little hope left, but lit- 
tle. 1 don’t expect the captain will send help, 
because they think I am safe in Mozovia, but 
winter came few weeks too early. If it was 
not for snow I would try once more to get 
away, but in condition I am now I could not 
travel a mile. Then I can hardly lift my legs 
high enough to get out of hold with piece of 
firewood. 

JAN. 30.—Ice starts to go off beach. I hope this 
wind will last for awhile, as sooner ice goes 
more hope is there I may getaway. Nobody 
will believe “how I long for fresh provisions. 
I still have a good appetite, but my stomach 
will not digest food. 

JAN. 31.—Ice goes out of bay. Health same. 

FEB. 1.—I never expected to see this day. If I 
can hold out until April 1.1 think I could get 
away. Hope—that is all I have left, Wind 
southwest; squally, snow and rain. 

FEB. 3.—Feet swell. Cannot get boot on. 

FEB. 4.—Ohest ewollen. I can’t make out what 
it is. 

Almost Too Weak to Walk. 

On Feb. 15 he writes he is so weak on his 
legs he can hardly get across the galley. 
“T don’t know what the captain thinks about 
my not showing up,” he adds. “ Do they 
think I am going to wait until strawberry 
time or that I am in Mozovia bay running up 
a bill? If I was healthy I would have been 


somewhere else. 
in my mouth, and if I don’t have help I will 
lose them in a few days. The bay is open 
for a steamer, even for a schooner. 
get any pain, but have lost my appetite. I 
only wish there would come help or I had 
done with this world forever. The galley 
leaks so terrible; so soon it starts to rain 
everything is wet and I cannot get it dry 
again.”

Postal Clerks at Washington Give 
New Twist to “America.” 


REGRETS FROM MEGAPHONE. 


Dignitied Fourth of July Celebration 
Turned Into Ridiculous Faree. 


Washington, D. C., July 3.—[Special.]— 
There was an unusual celebration of Inde- 
pendence day at the postoffice department 
today which is likely to offend President 
Roosevelt, Postmaster General Payne, and 
Senator Hanna. None ofpthe officials was 
present, and instead of a’ dignified celebra- 
tion of the nation’s natal day the celebration 
was ridiculous in the extreme. 

A parody on “ America” was sung by 1,500 
clerks, who were grouped about the large 
court, several hundred clerks being on each 
of the six floors of the building. This parody 
related to the scandals in the department, 
and in it were the names of Senator Hanna, 
of ex-Representative Loud, former First As- 
sistant Postmaster General Heath, and 
Machen and Beavers, former officials. Audi- 
tor Castle, who is not a postoffice employé, 
delivered an address. One of the clerks bor- 
rowed a piano for the occasion. 

The exercises began when an amateur 
cornist, who was down on the program to 
call the clerks together with the stirring 
strains of the “Assembly,” got his music 
mixed and played “ Lights Out” instead. 
The clerks drew up, three deep, along the 
corridors of their respective floors inclosing 
the vast exterior court of the building. Most 
of them, particularly the male contingent, 
seemed enthusiastic—suspiciously sa, in fact. 


New Words to Old Tune. 

When the time came, however, for the 
singing of *“‘My Country, ’Tis of Thee,” by 
the entire assemblage, their suspicious en- 
thusiasm was in some degree explained. 

Almost every clerk in the building sang 
from a carbon copy the following unauthor- 
ized version of America "’; 

Bribers, ‘tis up to Thee, 
Forty per cent for me; 

To thee i turn 

Should Loud in giad acciaint

The Svet:comments on the foregoing de- 
mands as follows: 

“Further than this it is impossible for 
England and Japan to go. The coalitionary 
demands of these two powers cry a diplo- 
matic halt to Russia. They dictate the terms 
in which this country must treat China. In 
a word, the Anglo-Japanese note places Rus- 
sia under the immediate necessity of pre- 
paring for evefitiralitfes. It is not by, such 
means that Russia can be constrafhed to 
evacuate Manchuria.” 


Symptoms of Serious Crisis. 

The London Standard editorially remarks 
that the symptoms of a4 serious crisis in Rus- 
sia‘s foreign relations are accumulating. Ad- 
mitting that some of the statements on the 
subject aré probably mere rumors, it declares 


too much in harmony with known facts to 
make it possible to ignore them. It adds; 
“ All this uneasiness is not felt without good 
reason.”’ 

In regard to Nikoru Shimbun's statement, 
the Standard says the question which Rus- 
sian statesmen have to ask themselves is 
whether they must not expect to find that 
Great Britain, Japan, and the United States 
are prepared to intervene in behalf of the 
territorial integrity of China. Russia can- 
not afford to defy such a combination. To 
recall her troops under threat of war, how- 
ever carefully disguised with diplomatic 
courtesy, would subject Russia to diseredit, 
yet she is following a policy which must in- 
fallibly bring her to this dilemma. 


Japan’s Protest to Russia. 

TOKIO, July 3.—The Pekin correspondent 
of the Nichi Nichi says the Chinese minister 
at St. Petersburg has informed the Chinese 
government that Japan is negotiating direct 
with St. Petersburg. 

Inquiries here have faliled to elicit any offi- 
cial confirmation of the foregoing statement, 
though it is not denied thata communication 
has passed between Tokio and St. Peters- 
burg. 

Ministers Gathering et Port Arthur. 

PORT ARTHUR, Liao-Tiing Peninsula, 
July 3.—M. Pavloff, the Russian minister to 
Corea, has arrived here and is awaiting the 
arrival of M. Lessar, the Russian minister 
to China. 

Japan Prepared for War. 

TIEN TSLN, July 3.—M. Lessar, the Rus- 
sian minister to China, proceeded yesterday 
to Port Arthur. 

The Japanese political agent here declares 
that the report to the effect that his goy- 
ernment had recalled all the officers of the 
Japanese reserves who are on leave of ab- 
sence in north China is unfounded: He adds 
thai, though Japan is prepared for war, she 
fas no idea of paralyzing trade by recalfing 
the Japanese who are in civil employment In 
China.

BLAZE NEXT TO CRITTENTON MIS- 
SION CAUSES PANIC. 


Seven Little Ones and Their Mothers, a4 
Well as a Dozen Other Women, Are 
Carried from. the Smoke Filled 
structure by Firemen and Volunteer 
Reacuerse—Aged Woman Proves 


Child to Safety. 


Seven babies, whose ages are counted by 
hours, or at the most by weeks, and their 
mi@hers, as well as perhaps a dozen other 
women, had harrow escapes last night froma 
fre which ‘is thought to have started from 
fourth of July explosives. 

The fire, which blazed fiercely and seemed 
about to spread to the bul!ldings on either side

All of the women and infants were rescued,

Aged Woman’s Bravé Act. . 

One of the heroines of the fire was Mrs. 
Jessie Chapman, mother of the matron of 
the mission.

and was standing on the opposite side of the 
street when she learned that a child on the 
parlor floor of the mission had not been c 
ried out. ; 

Unmindful of the warnings of those who 
stood near her, Mrs. Chapman started across 
the street and was about to enter the mission 
when a fireman stopped her. 

“Stay out of that buil¥ing. Tanks of 
varnish and turpentine in the burning build- 
ing may explode at any moment,” he cried. 

But the aged woman pushed ahead and 
s00n was lost in the smoke that filled the 
mission. Then came a minute of suspense 


silence was broken by a mighty cheer as Mrs. 
Chapman reappeared with a little girl in her 
arms. 

The babies, in the arms of volunteer res- 
cuers, were ranged along the street opposite 
the fire, when Mrs. G. D. Cleworth, wife of 
the pastor of the Wabash Avenue Methodist 
Episcopal church, urged that they be taken 
to her home, 1405 Wabash avenue. The ba- 
bies, accordingly, were taken to the Cleworth 
parsonage and nurses were provided. 


Fire in Carriage Factory. 
The fire, which was controlled before ad- 
joining property had been greatly damaged, 
was in a two story frame building used asa 
carriage repository and factory. 

The loss caused by the fire is estimated at 
$35,000. Of this; $20,000 is divided between 
the Chicago Carriage and Coach company 
and D. P. Nichols & Co., the latter being 
manufacttrers of vehicles. The damage to 
the building at 1347 Wabash avenue was 
$15,000. 

The fire was discovered by Representative 
Samuel Arrand, who lives at 1355 Wabash 
avenue, and when first seen was blazing in 
the rear of the two story structure occupled 
by the carriage companies. Mr. Arrand rushed 
to turn in an alarm, and by the time he had 
returned the entire building was in flames 
and the occupants of the buildings to the 


windows, expecting their own homes would 
consumed. 

Mr. Arrand says that a pije of oily rags 
in the alley probably was ignited by fire- 
crackers and spread at once to the wood- 
work in the rear of the building. 


PRICE OF ICE MUCH INCREASED. 


Companies Announce Advance of 10 to 
_ 20 Per Cent Owing to High Wages 
and Short Supply. 


The price of ice was raised 10 to 30 per 
cent by nearly all the large ice companies in 
Chigago yesterday. The small dealers will 
have to pay 50 cents a ton more than here- 
tofore and will charge proportionately high- 
er rates to consumers. 

The Knickerbocker Ice company increased 
its prices 5 to 10 per cent over the scale of 
1901, which, since its promulgation, had 
been cut from 25 cents to $2 a ton owing to 
strong competition. The Consumers and the 
Tlear Lake Ice companies announced an in- 
crease of between 20 and 30 per cent. 

‘“‘There are two principal causes for the 
increase,’ said J. 8S. Field, president of the 
Knickerbocker Ice company. “In May of 
last year our drivers and helpers were union- 
ized and we increased their wages on an 
average 46 per cent. Another reason is the 
greater demand for ice owing to the shortage 
of 60,000 to 100,000 tons tn the river towns on 


the Missouri and Mississippi, where a great 
deal of the ice was carried away by the 
flood.”’

Grand Jurors Report Recom-

Property Owners. 


POLICE HELD AT FAULT. 


Charge Against Board of Trade 
Men Dropped After One Wit- 
ness Is Heard. 


“Get. after the respectable citizens. who 
lease their property for purposes of crime,” 
was the recommendation made by the grand 
jury to the authorities yesterday. 

“These men as as amenable to the law 
as are their unfortunate tenants,’’ went on 
the recommendation, “‘ and, being as a rule 
men of standing in the city, are morally 
more guilty.”” A recommendation that the 
next grand jury investigate and indict the 
property owners in the levee district was 
made. fa 

Accompanying the report. which the jury 
made to Judge A. H. Chetlain, weré’the 104 


bash avenue, The recommendations Wére 
based on the evidence secured during the 
hearing of-the cases in which bills were re- 
turned. 


Police Responsible for Levee. 

The conditions in the levee district were 
declared to the result of the failure of 
the police to enforce the midnight closing 
ordinance, and in this Gonnection the jurors 
expressed their failure to understand how 
the police, whom they had found efficient in 
the detection of general crime, were in ignor- 
ance of the conditions on the levee district. 
With this intimation that there were “ in- 
fluences "' at work the jury dropped the sub- 
ject. 

“‘ Although we don’t say so, I think it is like 
this,’’ said a member of the jury, and he held 
his hand behind his back, palm upward. 
‘* No, I don’t lay that sort of thing up against 
the patrolmen. They would do their duty if 
permitted to do so.”’ 

The jury had another recommendation 
anent the police, amd that was that the 
patrolmen ought to be provided with instruc- 
tion books telling them what evidence is 
necessary for them to find in cases in which 
they make arrests. That was made, a mem- 
ber declared, becanse of the time wasted 
with patrolmen witnesses, who as a rule had 
more incidental and irrelevant matters to 
tell of than real evidence to present. 

With the return of the report and indict+ 
ments into court the jury completed its work. 
Among the indictments returned were those 
against Ald. John J. Brennan and ten other 
defendants involved in_the charges of fraud 
in the recent judicial election in the Eigh- 
teenth ward. i> 

The jury heard 458 cases, being a higher 
number thgn reached by any preyious jury 
for several years. 


No Bills for Grain Dealers. 


During the morning the jury made short 
Work of the charges against a number of 
brokerage firms and the officers and directors 
of the board of trade, which were sent up 
from Justice Thomas Bradwell’s court sev- 
eral weeks ago. The brokerage houses were 
charge in some instances with bucket shop- 
ping and in others with dealing in puts and 
calls. The officers and directors of the 
board were charged with leasing property for 
illegal purposes. 

W. E. Lambert, 254 Forty-third street, one 
of the complainants, and a supposed repre- 
sentative of George T. (Red Letter) Sulll- 
van, was the only witness heard, although 
‘there were a number of otMérs waiting to 
testify. After hearing Lambert the jury 
voted no bills in all the cases. 

‘Lambert was not able to show that thése 
brokers could not actually deliver every’ 
bushel of grain sold by them,” said a mem- 
ber of the jury in explainingits action. ‘‘ We 
knew that they probably could, as they own 
large elevators. Then the whole matter 
savored of an effort of some one to get even 
and we threw it out.” : 


FORESTALLED BY GRAND JURY. 


Action by Justice Martin on Charge of 
Extortion Against Daniel Lynch 
Now Unnecessary. 


The unusual procedure of taking a case 
on hearing before a justice of the peace to 
the grand jury and procuring an indictment 
caused surprise in Justice James C. Mar- 
tin’s court yesterday afternoon.

, LEVEE LAN D LORD S TWO JUDGES PASS ON LIFE OF CITY 


That Arbitrators Had No Power to 
Extend Agreement Between Com- 
pany and Employes to April 28, 1904 
—Declare That Document Expires on 
Sept. 30 Next—Trainmen Contend 
That Date Was Jane 11. 


The working contract between the Chi- 
cago City railway employés and the company 
is binding until Sept. 30 next, according toa 
decision made yesterday by Judges Joseph 
E. Gary and Frank Baker. The jurists acted 
as a court of appeals to consider the rulings 
of two arbitration boards. 

Sitting en banc, the two judges decided 
that the employés are not bound by the ac- 
tion of the majority of the board of arbitra- 
tion—composed' of ex-Judge N. C. Sears, Dr. 
Emil G. Hirsch, and ex-Judge William Pren- 
tiss—in extending the contract with the 
company until April 28, 1904. Y 

The action of a former board of arbitration, 
composed of A. C. Bartlett, J. H. Bowman, 
and ex-Judge 8S. 8. Paige, in extending the 
contract to Sept. 30 of this year was upheld. 


First Board Passes on Wages, 

The first board was called on to arbitrate 
differences arising between the trainmen and 
the company regarding the quéstion of 
wages and rendered its finding about a year 
ago. The employés declared that the con- 
tract provided that it should be in effect only 
until June 11 of this year and denied the 
right of the board to extend it. 

The board composed af Dr. Hirsch, ex- 
Judge Sears, and ex-Judge Prentiss dealt 
principally with questions involving the re- 
instatement-.of men. 

Several weeks ago it was decided to submit 
the questions involved to Judges Gary and 
Baker with the provision that if they could 
not agree that a third judge should be 
chosen. Arguments were heard yesterday 
by them, Attorney Clarence Darrow and ex- 
Judge Prentiss representing the employés 
and Attorney William J. Hynes the railway 
company. 

Estopped by Accepting Wages. 

In view of the fact that the first board 
dealt with a matter of wages for the é¢m- 
ployés and that the latter had benefited on 
account of the action of the board In extend- 
ing the time of the contract by accepting the 
increase in wages,,the jurists decided that 
they are estopped from declaring that the 
board's action was Illegal. 

In regard to the extension of the contract 
until April, 1904, by the second board, Judges 
Baker and Gary decided that the employés 
had not benefited by the action in a manner 
similar to the first contract, and announced 
the opinion that the board had no right to 
extend the life of the contract. 


BEGINNING OF CHICAGO 
OVER TWO CENTURIES AGO. 


Prof. Sparks of University Says First 
Building Was Erected in 1684 by 
Father Marquette. | 


Chicago can celebrate this year a far more 
advanced anniversary than the centennial. 
A bicentennial would hardly be enough, for 
it was 219 years ago that the first building 
was constructed at the mouth of the river 
by Father Marquette in 1684. This was the 
statement of Prof. Edwin Erle Sparks in a 
lecture last night at the university on “ The 
‘Beginnings of Chicago.”’ 

* From 1684 also,”’ said Prof. Sparks, “dates 

the first idea of our drainage canal, for in 
that year Father Marquette and Father 
Joliet carefully considered the plan of doing 
away with (the portage by cutting a channel 
across to the Illinois river. 
. Prof. Sparks traced the history of the city 
from the earliest beginnings. He showed 
how in pursuance of the government's policy 
—inauguarated by George Washington—of 
building forts at the mouths of all rivers, a 
reservation was secured from the Indians in 
1705 at the mouth of the Shikago river, where 
the government intended in time to build a 
fort. * In 1803,"’ said Prof. Sparks, ‘ Secre- 
tary Dearborn of the war department sent an 
order to Detroit, the frontier post. command- 
ing that a regiment be detached from the 
fort for the purpose.of erecting at Chicago 
a new fortification. The commander of this 
regiment, Capt. Whistler, after sailing up 
past Mackinac, landed at the mouth of the 
St. Joseph river and crossed the lake In a 
rowboat. Rumor has it that-he landed here 
on July 4. Another story gives the date as 
Aug. 17. A third says that it was the latter 
part of September, and as this is the most 
convenient time for ovr celebration we 
choose that date.” 

Prof. Sparks illustrated his lecture with 
stereopticon views. One of these, from an 
old drawing, showed the old Fort Dearborn 
in 1804. The river at that time flowed into 
the lake at a point as far south as Madison 
street.

The station building, of 
frame construction, was blewn in the air 
or eaten up by fire. Lydia Upper, a young 
lady in charge of the souvenir stand, was 
running away from the fire when the ex- 
plosion occurred. She was not seriously in- 
jured. The fire was started by a man throw- 
ing a lighted match in one.of the toflet 
rooms. Employés of the company had‘left 
dynamite in the building against orders.

ANTITOXIN AT BASE OF BRAIN. 


Novel Treatment Used on Patient 
Suffering from Case of 
Tetanus. 


Cleveland, O., July 3.—[Special.]—Dr. Dud- 
ley P. Allen of this city performed an in- 
teresting operation at Lakeside hospital to- 
day on Charles Churchward, a patient suf- 
fering from tetanus. Antitoxin has often 
been used in cases of this kind, being injected 
under the skin, but this method was in- 
effectual. After a consultation Dr. Allen in- 
serted the hypodermic needle close to the 
base of the brain of the sufferer and injected 
the antitoxin there. The patient was in terri- 
ble spasms and it was necessary to ad- 
minister sedatives to quiet him during the 
operation. It is impossible to tell whether 
the patient will recover, but the symptoms 
are favorable.

Secretary Root today ordered a formal in- 
quiry into all the circumstances relating to 
army contracts for gioves and gauntilets. It

Washington, D. C., July 3.—[{ Special. ]— 
Prof. Salmon, chief of the bureau of animal 
industry, the only official of the department 
‘of agriculture in the tonight, said he 
had no official knowledge of the action of the 
British government barring American hogs. 
He could not understand the motive of the 
British, government, unless it was on &Cr 
count of. the presence of foot and mouth dis- 
ease which was prevalent in New England 
but which has now been stamped out com- 
pletely. Hogs, as well as cattle, are subject 
to this disease. 

Great Britain’s action is more difficult to 
understand, because, according to Prof. Sal- 
mon, the United States has not exported 
hogs to Engiand for several years. Nearly 
all this product is sent as hams and other 


pork products. 
Effect on American Trade. 


If Prof. Salmon's interpretation of the Brit- 
ish order is correct, it will not afféct American 
trade with Great Britain, as he believes it 
apples only to live hogs. If, on the other 
hand, it applies to pork products, it is a 
serious blow to the meat trade, and steps 
will be taken to have the order rescinded. 

Some time ago Great Britain made an in- 
quiry about the foot and mouth Gisease in 
this country. When the inquiry was made 
this disease had developed in a load of cat- 
tle consigned to a South. American port. 
An investigation was made by the offictals of 
the agricultural department, and it was 
learned that the cattle were healthy when 
they left the United States, but that the

CUBA TAKES UP TREATY. 


SENATE CONSIDERS TERMS OF ISLE 
OF PINES TRADE. 


By Its Provisions the United States Will 
Pay $2,000 Rent Yearly for Coaling 
Stations and Advance Money for 
Purchase of Sites—Local Customs 
Laws Not to Apply to Government 
Goods, and Fugitives from Jastice 
Shall Be Delivered. 


(BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

HAVANA, July 8.—The treaties, for leas- 
ing two coaling stations to the United States 
and defining the status of the Isle of Pines 
were read in the senate today. The former 
provides that the United States shail pay 
Cuba $2.000 a year rent for the two stations 
during the term of occupation. All the prop- 
erty within the limits of the stations will be 
acquired by Cuba from the present owners 
without delay. The United States will ad- 
vance money to Cuba for the purchase of the 
property, Cuba accepting It as payment in ad- 
vance of rent for the stations. 

The stations will be permanently marked 
off by barriers; the eost of which will be paid 
by the United States... .The United States 
agrees that no person, society, or associa- 
tion shall establish or carry on any commer- 
cial, industrial, or other business in the sta- 
tions. Refugees from justice will be deliv- 
ered by Cuba and the United States accord- 
_ as they are subject to Cuban or American 
aws. | 
Government Goods/Free of Duty. 

Goods, merchandise, or war material im- 
ported into’ the stations for the use of the 
United States are to pay no customs’ 6¥ other 
charges, and ships bringing the same will 
pay no port or other charges unless they 
discharge their freight outside the limits of 
the stations, in which case they must pay 
the regular customs dués, and the vessels 
and cargoes will be subject to the customs 
rules of Cuba. Goods and merchandise im- 
ported at the stations cannot be transported 
into Cuban territory therefrom. Other ves- 
sels going to or coming from Guantanamo or 


‘Bahia Honda, outside the limits of the sta- 
tions, will be subject_exclusively to the laws 
and authorities of Cuba, and the United 
Siates will not place any obstacle in the 
way of free entry of the same, save in time 
of war. The treaty must be ratified within 
seven months 


Cedes Isle of Pines to Cuba. 

In the Isle of Pines treaty the United States 
renounces in favor of Cuba all claims re- 
garding the island she might make by virtue 
of the treaty of Paris. This renunciation is 
made in return for the concession of coaling 
naval stations previously made by Cuba. 
American citizens who at the date of the 
exchange of ratifications of the treaty re- 
sided in the Isle of Pines or possessed prop- 
erty there will not suffer any loss of rights 
or privileges acquired prior to the ratifica- 
tion of the treaty, and may exercise their 
professions subject to the laws applicable 
to other foreigners. The ratifications must 
be exchanged at Washington in seven 
months. 

Presidertt Palma recommends that the 
treaties be considered by the senate at this 
session. They were referred to the com- 
mittee on foreign affairs. 


IRISH JEERS FOR KING EDWARD. 


Proposal of Dublin Corporation to Wel- 
come His Majesty Howled Down 
by the Gallery. 


DUBLIN, July 3.—The question of present-

CHICAGO CONTRACT GOOD. 


Me@raw Says Player Will ‘Not 
“Appear with Team on the 
Western Trip. 


The first step in the legal battle between 
John T. Brush and the American league for 


. the right to the services of George Davis, 


shortstop, was taken yvesterday when Judge. 
Dunne, at the instigation of the American 
league baseball club of Chicago, issued an 
injunction restraining Davis from playing 
with any other club than Comiskey’s forthe 
rest.of the season. 

This action was for-the purpose of prevent- 
ing Davis playing in today’s games with the 
Colts, but the shortstop did not arrive on the 
train with the rest of the New York team 
last night, and according to Manager Mc- 
Graw he is in New. York and will not be 
with the team either here or elsewhere on 
the trip. The reason given by McGraw is 
that Davis is out of condition and needs a 
rest. 

It is known that Davis boarded the train

Davis Out? of Condition, 
These reports McGraw denied outright. 


He admitted a knowledge of the purpose of 


the American league to get out an injunc- 
tion, and was surprised that it was not 
secured earlier than yesterday, as he was 
He said, however, 
that the only reason for not bringing Davis 
on the trip was due to his lack of condition 
after a long rest, with only light practice. 

It appears unlikely that Davis will play in 
any of the games here, even if McGraw’s 
statements were made simply to coverupa 
Brushesque ruse. According to the Ameri- 
can league’s contention the papers neces- 
sary to make the injunction operative can 
be served today if the player is located or 
attempts to play. 

The injunction was issued by Judge Dunne 
shortly after 4 o'clock yesterday after a 
brief tilt between the attorneys of the Amer- 
ican league club of Chicago and of the New 
York National league club. 

On behalf of the Chicago cinb Attorneys T. 
A. Moran and Alfred Austrian appeared be- 
fore Judge Dunne and présented the bill. 
Owing to the fact,’as alleged in the bill, that 
Davis is an expert ball player and possesses 
a peculiar knowledge and skill, the court de- 
cided that an injunction would lie, and re- 
quired the complainant to give a bond in 
the sum of $1,000. 

Salary of $4,000. | 

It is alleged by the complainant organiza- 
tion that it entered info a contract with 
Davis Oct. 16, 1901, for the. purpose of em- 
ploying him to play the position of sho 
stop for the seasons of 1902 and 1903. At ie 
time the contract was entered into, it is 
said, Davis’ salary. amounting to $4,000 a 
season, was the highest which, at that time, 
had been paid to any baseball player in the 
United States. At the present time, it is 
charged, there are not more than five men 
engaged in professional baseball playing who 
receive a salary in excess of this amount. 

In the spring of the present year, it Is 
asserted, the complainant sent notice to Da- 
vis, who was then in New York, to come to 
Chicago and report for duty. Davis refused 
to come, it is said, but later notified a rep- 
resentative of the complainant club that if 
transportation was forwarded to him and 
$200 in addition he would come to Chicago 
and play. This request was complied with, 
it is charged, but Davis refused to perform 
the terms of his contract, and did not come. 
He is now playing with the New York club 
of the National league, it is asserted, and 
has been receiving compensation from the 
club even when he was not actually engaged . 
in playing with it. | 

The American league club sets forth that. 
it has been unable to secure any one possess- 
‘ing Davis’ skill to fill the position of short 
stop this season, and that, as a result, its 
team has been materially weakened. The 
attendance at its games has also decreased 
on account of Davis’ action, it is said, and 
financial losses sustained. 


Judge Dunne Knows Baseball. 

Judge Dunne in the few remarks which pre- 
ceded his announcement of a decision grant- 
ing the injunction showed he had a good ° 
knowledge of baseball, and of the importance 
of Davis’ action in violating his contract. 
The court expressed the opinion that Davis’ 
contract was plain and was clearly binding 

‘on Woth ‘sides. 
‘President Ban Johnson of the American 


_Jeague was not present at the court proceed- 


ings, but subsequently intimated that an in- 
junction would be secured preventing Davis 
from playing in St. Louis and Cincinnati, 
where the New York team will go after 
playing its series-in Chicago. 

“We will also secure an injunction, in al] 
probability, preventing -Davis from playing 
anywhere in the United States,”’ said the 
American official. ‘‘ The anly reason we did 
not bring action in the federal court today,”’ 
he explained, “was because the Chicago 
American league club was incorporated in 
Wisconsin, and to bring action in a federal 
court requires that one of the parties to 
the complaint be a resident of the state wher 
the action is brought.”’

“We are determined to have clean athletics at 
Northwestern university at any cost,’’ said Presi- 
dent Edmund J. James in speaking of the charges 
which have been made by Arthur Baird that the 
faculty at that institution conspired to prevent his 
graduation in order that he might return to college 
and join the football squad. | 

President James said he was unfamiliar with 
the circumstances which prevented Baird's 
graduation, but thought it unlikely any such collu- 
sion as Baird suggested could have existed. Prof. 
Whigmore, who is charged by Baird as being the 
instigator in the conspiracy to prevent his gradu- 
ating, was unprepared yes to say anything 
the matter. 

‘* 1 was told by some one that such charges had 
been made,”’ said the professor, ‘‘ but, reaily I 
have been too busy to read the papers, and am not 
willing to discuss what I know nothing about.”’

“PEACE OR WAR?” 
ASKS JOHNSON. 


American League President 
Puts'a Pointed Question 
to Pulliam. 


MAKES OFFICIAL REPLY. 


President Hart Also Scores Na- 
tional League Leader for 
His Action. 


President Johnson of the American league 
and President Hart of the Chicago National 
league club, acting independently, have 
taken steps to force the National league as 
a body to take a stand either for war or 
peace. 

, President Johnson yesterday made public 
the contents of his reply to President Pul- 
liam’s letter in regard to the now famous 
Elberfeld-Davis case, in which in a. dignified 
and masterly way he sets forth the untenable

The text of President Johnson's letter fol- 


lows: 

Chicago, July 2.—Mr. H. C. Pulliam, president 
National league, New York City—Dear Sir: Last 
Thursday the Chicago papers published your de- 
cision in the Davis case. Saturday at noon I re- 
ceived your letter in regard to the matter. This 
was not a commendable way of submitting official 
business of such importance to the National and 
American leagues. In the light of the declara- 
tions of disapproval of your course made by 
Messrs. Hermann, Hart, and Robison of the Na- 
tional league peace committee it is hardly neces- 
sary for me to say that I am surprised and at a 
loss to explain your unwarranted action. By your 
decision you condone dishonesty and have placed 
a premium on contract jumping. 

There was never a question raised in regard to 
Norman Elberfeld of the Detroit club nor was 
there any room for discussion in regard to thjs 
player. He was an asset of the Detroit club. The 
peace agreement placed no restrictions upon Mr. 
Angus and he was free to make any exchange 
for Elberfeld that would work for the benefit of 
his team. « 

Conceding nothing, and to emphasize the fact 
that no trades would be entertained for Davis and 
Delehanty, I told you the players, must go to the 
cities where they had been assigned. Is there any 
reason why the New York National league club 
should have been consulted as to the disposition of 
these men? Both were legally bound to American 
league clubs when they signed contracts with 
Brush. It was the spirit of the peace conference 
at Cincinnati to blacklist both men for the good of 
babeball. The point was raised, however, that we 
could not diseipline the players, much as they 
deserved it, without sending the man into retire- 
ment who had encouraged them to break their 
contracts. 

These facts are known: George Davis has a 
binding contract with the Chicago American league 
club for the season of 1908. The members of the 
peace commission recognized that Davis was le- 
gaily bound’ to the Chicago club and made the 
award accordingly. The New York National 
league club has tampered with the player and pre- 


| vented his fulfilling the contract with the Chicago 


club. 

The American league entered into the peace com- 
pact with sincerity and has lived up to the letter 
and spirit of that agreement. Can you say as much 
for the organization you represent? New York, 
as it appears in the agreement, was conceded as 
one of the eight cities of our circuit. Regardless 
of that concession Andrew Freedman used every 
means at his command to prevent our establish- 
ing a club on Manhattan island. This fact I laid 
before you weeks ago, but not in a complaining 
spirit. The American league justly did not hold 
the National accountable for the acts of Andrew 
Freedman. After much quibbling the New York 
National league club became a party to the peace 
agreement. How honestly the New York officials 
have lived up to the terms of that compact we all 
know. 

George Davis expressed a desire to come here 
on the 10th of last May and fulfill his Chicago con- 
tract. Money and transportation were sent him, 
but at the eleventh hour he changed his mind. It 
was the Brush influence and New York club money 
that kept him from reporting. As late as two 
weeks ago another effort was made to bring him 
to Chicago. It then developed that it would be 
necessary for the Chicago American league club 
to pay something more than $4,300 in order to can- 
cel Davis’ obligation to the New York National 
league club. Some of the above facts I laid before 
you weeks ago. Did you warn Brush that he was 
violating the Cincinnati agreement? Read care- 
fully the peace agreement, a simple, straightfor- 
ward document, and you will appreciate how ab- 
surd is your decision in the Davis case. 

I have your letter requesting that I meet you 
and Mr. Powers the latter part of this month in 
New York to take steps in the framing of a new 
National agreement. The American league will 
enter into no further agreements with the organ- 
ization you represent until we know just what we 
are to expect from the compact signed at Cincin- 
nati in January last and later ratified unanimously 
by both leagues. Yours truly,

Plain Language by President Hart. 

President Hart in discussing his contem- 
plated action in protesting the playing of 
Davis took occasion to express in no doubtful 
terms his opinion of the attitude of Pulliam 
on the whole affair. 

‘‘T believe Mr. Pulliam is honest in his 
belief that he is right. I do not believe 
he would do a dishonest thing, but I believe 
him wrong in every particular and shall 
continue so to believe until he shows me to 
the contrary, and it is no argument for him 
to say he is right because he has five votes 
out of eight behind him. 

**TIt is due to Messrs. Hermann, Robison, 
and myself to know why the promises we 
made to the American league are not being 
kept after being ratified by the entire league. 
The American league has never to my knowl- 


edge violated the peacetreaty. There is no: 
Elberfeld case and never was. 


If there 
were any such case then there are a hun- 
dred or more equally flagrant on the part 
of both leagues. Detroit had as much right 
to exchange Elberfeld for Long and Court- 
ney as I had to release Williams to Phila- 
delphia. Mr. Johnson and Mr. Pulliam had 
no power to change that Cincinnati treaty 
by a syllable. I don’t say they did, but 
that is Mr. Pulliam’s contention, I believe. 


Alleges Snap Judgment. 

“T don’t believe in the snap judgment way 
of doing things nor in the policy of retalia- 
tion. If the American league had violated 
the treaty Pulliam should have made protest 
to that body and given opportunity for a 
eorrection of the fault. If that protest was 

ored then there would be some justice in 
taking action against the American league. 
There was none in the way the affair was 
handled. 

‘The American league has my admiratié6n 
for the dignified way in which if has treated 
the affair. It has not gone off at half cock, 
although it would be more justified in so do- 
ing. No one has probably been treated with 
less consideration by the American league 
and by Comiskey than myself, but they are 
in the right, and I‘cannot refrain from com- 
mending their stand. I want to know wheth- 
er we are in a state of war or peace. I don’t 
know now whether or not the American 
league is out signing my players. I would 
not blame its club owners much if they were, 
under the circumstances, but it is my right 
to know what the National league is going 
to do, and the only way to find out is by hold- 
ing a meeting and thrashing the question 
out man to man, not through the newspapers. 

“Mr. Pulliam may absolutely ignore the 
minority interests of three clubs in the Na- 
tional beague, but if so it will be the first time 
any such highbanded proceeding has been 
attempted.”’

JANE HOLLY IS A 
RECORD HOLDER. 


She Breaks American Mark at 
64 Furlongs at Wash- 
ington Park. 


NEW FIGURE IS 1:18 3-5. 


Remarkable List of Perform- 
ances at the Big Local 
Track This Week. 


Jane Holly established another American 
record at Washington park yesterday when 


- She ran six and a half furlongs in 1:18%. 


The present meeting at Washington park 
will be handed down as the greatest in the 
history of the turf in the matter of establish- 
ing new American records. Breaking of 
track and world’s records at the south side 
course during the week have been of such fre- 
quent occurrence they have become common. 
Five new marks for the thoroughbreds to 
shoot at have been established within that 
many days. 

Dick Welles took the first flyer at Father 
Time when he set the mark for six furlongs 
at 1:11%. Alan-d&-Dale followed by setting 
the mile notch at 1:87%. Then Rag Tag, of 
whom nothing in the record breaking line 
Was expected, hung up 1:32% for seven and 
one-half furlongs. Following Rag Tag's un- 
expected performance came Glassfull’s new 
world’s record: of 1:44% for one and one-six- 
teenth miles, and yesterday Jane Holly, J. 
C. Yeager’s Sleipner—Sena Royal filly, clipped 
one-fifth, of a second off the six and one-half 
furlongs American record by running the 
distance in 1:18%. The former holder of the 
record was McChesney, who hung up the 
mark at Harlem on Oct. 2,1902. Big Mac was 
then a 2 year old, and as he carried 105, while 
Jane Holly, a 4 year old, was weighted with 
but 9¥Y pounds, McChesney’s performance 
must be considered much the better. 


Track Record Goes Also. 


A track record for one mile and seventy 
yards was also smashed, the performer being 
Middleton & Jungbluth’s Golden Garter— 
Santa Rita colt, Santon, which ran the dis- 
tance in 1:43%, a cut of two-fifths of a second 
off the old mark. Santon is a stable com- 
panion of The Picket, which won the Derby, 
and was also among the Derby nominations, 
but his owners considered The Picket the bet- 
ter colt. 

With no stake event or handicap on the 
program, the Santon race was. easily the 
feature from a finish standpoint, as the win- 


ner was ridden to his extreme limit toe beat. 


Bondage opened 
favorite at 8 to 5, and Santon at 5 to 2, but the 
heavy play on the latter colt reversed the 
prices.

Whatever he lacked on early speed he made 
up in the next sixteenth, he tore down on 
the Golden Garter colt and collared him a 
hundred yards out. From}that point to the 
wire the crowd witnessed a/horserace. Both 
boys, Helgesen on Santon and Robbins on 
Bondage, rode for all that was in them, 
Bondage had the speed, but Helgesen the

\ fears Proposed Ordinance 
to Pieces. 


FINDS IT FULL OF FLAWS. 


Words “When So Authorized” 
Might Deprive City of Val- 
uable Rights. 


The “ Geishing " touch to the United Tele- 

graph” Telephone and Electric company’s 
‘ordinance was given by Corporation Counsel 
Tolman yesterday when he sent to Chairman 
Herrmann of the eouncil committee on gas, 
oil, and electric lights an opinion in which 
the ordinance recommended by the commit- 
tee was handled without gloves. Several 
daults were pointed out which had escaped 

attention. 

The most serious objection made to the 
ordinance is the clause that the rates to be 
charged by the company “ shall at all times 
be subject to alteration and regfilation by the 
city council when so authorized.” 

» This is characterized as not only valueless 


at present but as being a possible giving 
away of the city’s rights to regulate the 
charges of any public service corporation. 


Three Dangerous Words. 

The words “when so authorized,” the 
corporation counsel points out, mean “ au- 
thorized by the,legislature,’’ an authority the 
city does not now possess, and consequently 
the clause would be of no value, as the state 
statutes stand at present, and would prob- 
ably be interpreted by the courts as a con- 
fession’ on the part of the city that it has no 
right to regulate the charges of such cor- 
porations without an enabling act from the 
legislature. 

As the city has even since the decision of 
the state and United States courts in the 
Rogers Park water works and similar cases 
claimed it had the right to fix the rates 
charged by public service corporations irre- 
spective of franchise terms, ag long ag the 
rates it fixed were reasonable, the opinion 
holds that this might be giving up, by in- 
ference at least, a valuable right. 

“If the city had legislative authority it 
would have the power to regulate the charges 
of companies of this sort without any reser- 
vation in the ordinance,’’ Maj. Tolman adds. 
“Tf, on the other hand, it is without legis- 
lative authority it may do so under a proper 
reservation clause in the ordinance. This 
provision puts the city on record in a formal 
ordinance, inferentially at least, that it has 
no power to regulate charges without further 
legislative authority. The right of the city to 
regulate the charges of water and gas com- 
panies, maintained by this department and 
supported by recent decisions of the courts, 
justifies the conclusion that the right can 
also be exercised in regard to telephone com- 
panies.” 


Many Other Flaws Found. 


Other criticisms made of the ordinance are: 

That the ordinance should contain stringent 
provisions against any sale, transfer, or 
lease without the council’s approval. 

That the last section contains a provision 
which shall be binding upon the ‘ successors, 
assigns, or lessees” of the company, al- 
though nowhere in the instrument is any pro- 

vision for leasing. 

That the municipal purchase clause allow- 
ing the city an option at the end of tep 
years is useless, being so indefinite that it 
probably would result only in a lawsuit. 

That the clause pretending to provide that 
in case of purchase by the city nothing 
should be allowed for franchise values is 


 ppen to the same objection, as under it the 


company probably would claim the income 
producing value of the |property Suet be 
taken consideration, 

That the schedule of rates fixed in the ordi- 
nance is unreasonably high and no maximum 
rate is ‘fixed. 

That the compensation of 8 per cent on the 
gross receipts is too low. It is the rate now 
paid by the Chicago Telephone; company, 
and the opinion says: “It has been the oft 
declared policy of the present administration 
to secure for the city more adequate com- 
pensation, and the rates above mentioned 
have been repeatedly declared to be too 

That the provisions for a bond for the 
earrying out of the obligations of the ordi- 
nance are inadequate in not providing against 
a change in the financial responsibility of the 
sureties. 


Chance for Tunnel Scandal. 


That the phrase “ lines of conduits ” which 
the company may construct under the ordi- 
nance is too indefinite. Under it the com- 
pany might construct tunnels of any size, 
and the experience of the city with the 
Illinois Telephone and Telegraph company 
has been a lesson in this respect. 

That the provision allowing the company 
to use the “‘ tunnels now owned by the city ” 
might be construed to mean not only the 
driveway tunnels under the river but. the 
tunnels under the river used for water mains, 
as well as whatever conduits for electric 
wires are owned by the municipality. 

That the ordinance calls for “ approved 
_conduits,"’ but does not say who shall ap- 
prove them, nor does the provision for re- 
storing the streets ‘to a satisfactory con- 
dition ’’ say to whom the condition shall be 
satisfactory, to the eity or to the company. 

Objection, too, is made to the provision 
that an exchange equipped for 2,000 sub- 
scribers must be installed within two years. 
In Maj. Tolman’s opinion, it should not 
only be equipped but in actual operation. 
The ordinance also puts no limit on the dis- 
tance distributing wires can be run over- 
head after they are brought to the surface.

Under an agreement that at the expiration 
of the franchise the tunnels should revert 
to the city the ordinance granting the Il- 
linois Telephone and Telegraph company ad- 
ditional rights was recommended by the 
council committee on local transportation 
yesterday. The compensation to be paid the 
city during the term was fixed at 5 per cent 
of the gross receipts for the first ten years, 
8 per cent for the second,and 12 for the third. 
In case the company leases space in its tun- 
nels to other companies the city is to receive 
20 per cent of the lease money. 

he contest was over the question whether 
the rights asked by the @ompany to transport 
packages and build large trunk tunnels were 
to extend for the full thirty years of the tele- 
phone franchise, or twenty-six years from 
now, or to be cut down to a twenty year 
period.

Mr. Moran replied that Mr. Fisher had ex- 
ceeded the limitations imposed upon a gen- 
tleman. Mr. Fisher said if Mr. Moran wanted 
to make a persona! matter of it he was wel- 
come. Then members of the committee in- 
terfered and said they were not there to listen 
to bickerings of attorneys. 


Insists on Reversion to City. 


On the question of the length of the fran- 
chise Ald. Mavor said: 

'‘*Mr. Fisher came here as a citizen and in- 
cidentally pulled out the ten commandments 
of the Municipal Voters’ league and held 
them up before us. I: have as much regard 
for a promise as any living man, but if I had 
subscribed to a promise my judgment after- 
wards told me was wrong I would certainly 
abandon it.

nels are to be absolutely the city’s property 
at the end of the ordinance without money 
and without price I will vote for the twenty- 
six years. That is the only condition on 
which I will.” 

“We are perfectly willing,” answered Mr. 
Moran. ‘“ That is what we intended to say 
in the ordinance, but if the committee can 
suggest any words which will make it 
stronger we are willing to put them in.”’ 

Mr. Fisher argned that there should be a 
provision requiring the company to deed the 
property to the city. or any one designated by 
the city at the end of the term, and this was 
agreed to. Then the committee unanimously 
voted in favor of the full term.

BROWN INQUEST BRINGS 
OUT SUICIDAL SUSPICIONS. 


Witnesses Tell How He Acted Ie ust Pre- 
vious to His Death and of His Efforts 
to Secure Poison anda Revolver. 


Pittsburg, Pa. July 3.—The investigation 
by the coroner as the cause of the death of 
the late Recorder J. O. Brown was resumed 
today. 

Miss Susie McLean, a member of the fam- 
ily with whom Mr. Brown boarded and in 
whese home he died, was the first witness. 
She testified that Mr. Brown was decidedly 
ill when he returned home from New York 
on March 13. After breakfast he lay down 
to take a sleep, and when time came for him 
to go to his office we could not awaken him. 
I telephoned Dr. McKelvey and told him 
that Mr. Brown was lying in a stupor asa 
result of taking trional powders. 

Dr. McKelvey called to see him the next 
day. He gave instructions that all medicime 
and drugs were to be removed from the room 
and that Mr. Brown was not to be left alone 
Miss McLean told at length 
how Mr. Brown tried to get her and others 
out of the room, and she said once when she 
pretended to withdraw she saw him go to fhe 
chiffonier where the revolver had heen kept 
and make a search apparently forit. Later 
he was permitted to go into another room 
where a revolver had also been kept on a 
chiffonier, and he made a hunt there for a 
revolver. 

On Sunday he was so ‘much better that 
is was believed that his tranquillity of mind 
was restored. The witness gave Mr. Brown 
his last dose at 2:15 p. m. on Sunday. It 


was strychnia. He was seemingly recover- | 


ing then, but about 3’o’clock he fell into a 
stupor and died at 4 o’clock. 

The coroner asked the witness if Mr. Brown 
had talked about going back to his wife. 
The witness answered: 

** About two or three weeks) before he died 
I heard him gay he would die before he would 
go back to e with his wife.”’ 

Miss Nettie McLean told a similar wean 
to that related by her sister. 

“Have you cause to think that Mr. Brown 
committed suicide?’’ asked the coroner. 


“Yes, sir, I have,” the witness answered 


with emphasis. 

“What cause have you?’

ASSESSORS’ LIST 
SENT TO PRINTER 


Figures of Personal Property 
for Seventeen Wards 
Are Completed. 


SIMILAR TO LAST YEAR. 


Some Reductions Made to Counter- 
balance State Equalizers’ 
New Practice. 


‘Figures of the oauctiad property assess- 
ments for the first seventeen wards of Chi- 
cago were sent to the printers by the board 
of assessors yesterday. With few exceptions 
they show little variatién from those of last 
year, and when they do are a trifle lower, due 
in some instances to the practice adopted last 
year by the state board of equalization of ad- 
ding to the local assessment of mercantile 
corporations. The figures of the assessors are 
still open to change by the board of review. 

The highest assessment in the list is that 
of the First National bank, $14,000,000. The 
Illinois Trust and Savings bank cemes next 
with $9,775,000. Other banks range from 
$5,735,000 for the Corn Exchange down to 
under six figures. 

Among other corporations the People’s Gas, 
Light and Coke company has the lead with 
an assessment of $8,000,000, and the Chi- 
cago City railway is put down at $4,925,000. 
for its property in the First ward. Its total 
assessment last year was $6,225,000, but this 
included property outside of the South Town. 


The Illinois Telephone and Telegraph com- | 


pany shows the greatest increase in the list, 
the $250,000 of last year being raised to $1,750,- 
000. The company has acquired a great deal 
of property in the last twelve months. The 
Chicago. Telephone company’s figures are 
practically unchanged, being $3,403,000, 
against $3,297,470 last year. 


Tax of Marshall Field. 


Marshall Field & Co. among mercantile es- 
tablishments and Marshall Field among pri- 
vate citizens pay the largest tax, the total 
assessment for his store being $5,389,000, 
against $5,360,000 the last time. His private 
assessment. including his household furni- 
ture, ts $2,500,000. The next largest assess- 
ment of this character is that of the Silas 
Cobb estate, $1,250,000. Norman B. Ream 
follows with $500,000, and Otto Young with 
$300,000. Col. Frank O. Lowden is credited 
with personal property to the amount of 
$150,000. The assessment of the Pullman 
company is $5,400,000, 

Among boarders at hotels Robert A. 
Biacher at the Auditorium is credited with. 
$250,000, while R. J. Gunning, at the same 
hostelry, only acknowledges to $875. George 
Ade, at the Athletic club, beats City Con- 
troller McGann, with $2,000, against $1.200. 
The smallest personal property assessment 
in the First ward is the $475 of the Kilo club 
at 4 Monroe street.

Figures on Wholesale Groceries. 


The figures for the wholesale groceries 
show changes from last year, Sprague, War- 
ner & Co., who formerly paid on $942,622, 
being assessed for $1,143,298 this time. Reid, 
Murdoch & Fischer have been decreased from 
$1,000,000 to $676,675,. and Franklin Mac- 
Veagh & Co. raised from $510,121 to $522,806. 

According to the opinion of the assessors 
the saloon business in the “ new levee ”’ dis- 
trict is more profitable than uptown, as 
David Lewinsohn, at 2029 Wabash avenue, 
is assessed $2,000, while Ald.

CHICAGO’S GROWTH IS SHOWN 
BY THE POSTOFFICE REPORT. 


Money Order Business for Fiscal Year 
Just Ended Was $123,450,237, a 
Gain of 30.23 Per Cent. 


Chicago’s remarkable growth and pros- 
perity are reflected by the business trans- 
acted by the Chicago postoffice in the fiscal 
year which ended on June 30. To reach the 
$100,000,000 mark in money order business 
was the aim of Postmaster Coyne a year 
ago, but the report just completed shows 
the business for the last fiscal year to have 
been $123,450,237, represented by 7,258,486 
transactions. The business of the preceding 
year was $94,790,833, covering 5,861,842 trans- 
actions. The gain in the number of trans- 
actions was 1,396,644, or 23.82 per cent, andin 
amount it was $28,659,403, of 30.23 per cent. 

The report for the last quarter shows a 
gain almost as large. There were 1,967,151 
transactions, amounting to $31,910,301, as 
against 1,572,087 transactions, amounting to 
$25,683,048 for the corresponding quarter of 
last year. 

In June the business amounted to $10,358,- 
256, or 600,458 transactions, as against 
484,467 transactions, amounting to $8,665,- 
449, for June, 1902. This is said to have been 
as large a gain as any Office in the country 
made. 

The report of the financial division of the 
postoffice is not complete, but Cashier Bean 
estimates that the receipts exceeded §$9,- 
600,000. For the preceding year the receipts 
were $8,576,000. The report of this office for 
June shows the business to havebeen 
$784,872, as against $703,010 for June, 1902. 
The increase was $80,961, or 11.50 per cent.

FOLK OF MISSOURL 

The rich and influential St. Louis corpor- 
ation owners and politicians whose thiev- 
ing has been exposed and punished by Jo- 
seph W. Folk, the district attorney of their 
city, are starting a propaganda against him 
in different parts of the country. They seek 
to discredit him for revenge and also for 
fear of the wrath to come if he continues 
in his present position or is elevated to 
a still more powerful one. Consequently 
they are saying that he is insincere, that he 
moves not for love of good but for love of 
reward. They even intimate that he hasa 
pricg, but a high one. 

Strangely enough, JFolk’s _ political 
strength in Missouri lies in the fact that he 
has a national reputation for honesty. The 


and state are the forced and grudging 
echoes of the encircling national applause. 
Folk’s enemies feel that if only they can 
quiet the national din the Missouri echo will 
quickly die—and with it Folk. Such is an 
‘putline of the causes of the crusade now be- 
ginning against him. 

From merely a practical, idealless view- 
point, the political downfall of Folk would 
be a serious blow to the theory that honesty 


fied he has received in his own town 


lives in an attempt to exercise constitu- 
tional rights. 


“MEASURED” SERVICE SOPHISTRY. 

Ald. Young, ex-Ald. Connery, and City 
Electrician Ellicott made to the council last 
March a report on telephone rates. They 
prefer the ‘“‘ measured ” service to the flat 
rate service. So does the company. 

The real question at issue is whether the 
schedule of “measured rates’”’ recom- 
mended by the committee is what the com- 
mittee calls it—“ a fair and equitable one 
to be applied in all cases by telephone com- 
panies operating in the city of Chicago.” 

There is but one telephone company oper- 
ating in Chicago. Its gross receipts last 
year were $4,500,000. It paid a 10 per cent 
dividend on a capitalization of $12,000,000. 

Would the proposed schedule increase 
or decrease the net revenues? That is 
the only question that interests the com- 
pany. If the schedule increased revenues 
largely the rates would not be fair to the 
users of telephone service as a whole. The 
company is getting quite enough for its serv- 
ice—more, indeed, than it is entitled to on 
the basis of its capitalization, and an in- 
crease of rate now would be an injustice to 
the public. 

The business men or occupants of private 
houses—over 14,000 all told—who now have 
unlimited service find it decidedly cheaper, 
in view of their frequent use of their instru- 
ments, than the “ measured service ” of the 
company would be. 

The telephone company gets from its 
14,000 unlimited telephones over $2,100,000 
a year. It would probably get 50 per cent 
more from those telephones if the measured 
rates recommended by Ald. Young and his 
associates were put in force, while it would 
not get less from the other large number 
of cheap telephones“t rents. 

The “ 54,000 telephones ”’ for which the 
committee claims a “reduction of 30 per 
cent”? are almost without exception the 
nickel in the slot machines. The persons 
who lease these machines are by no means 
the only ones who use them, The “ users” 
far outnumber the “ lessees.” Yet the com- 
mittee employs the word “ users” when 
it means “ lessees,” 

The telephone company now charges 
“lessees”? and “users” alike a nickel a 
call. There is no reduction in the rate per 
eall. 

The present rate is $18.25 for 365 calls; 
the proposed new rate is $15 for 300 calls. 

The only difference is in the primary 
charge. 

At present the company requires the 
lessee and his clients to use the telephone 
once a day on the average each month. ‘he 
use of the telephone to the extent of one 5 
cents call daily is compulsory. 

The proposed “ measured” rate allows 
300 calls in the year for $15, or at the rate 
of 5 cents per call—precisely the same as at 
present. The use of the telephone under 
these conditions would be permissive. The 
charge of $1.25 per month would go on 
whether it was used or not. 

The free calls in one case are 300, in the 
other 365; difference 65; which, at 5 cents 
per call, is $3.25—exactly the difference in 
the annual rate. 

We cannot see in what respect the sub- 
scriber gains or the telephone company loses 
by this arrangement. LEach call in each in- 
stance costs 5 cents. Under the present 
system the company is put to more trouble 
and expense in keeping books with the 
lessee, exacting “calls” from him and 
sending out collectors when he fails to use 
his thirty calls per month., To collect for 
a service not performed is always difficult. 
Under the proposed new system the company 
would keep fewer accounts, render fewer 
bills, send out fewer collectors, and have no 
quarrels with its subscribers. It would 
collect its yearly rate in advance, and every 
extra call would be paid for by a nickel in 
the slot—precisely as at present. 

The “reduction” from $18.25 for 365 
calls to $15 for 300 calls is more apparent 
than real. In the opinion of many people 
it would, be more for the advantage of the 
company than for that of the subscriber. 

This is all there is to the pretense that in 
the case-of 54,000 lessees a “ reduction of 
30 per cent” is contemplated by the meas- 


= pred service.

killed or maimed. He knows that the law 
and the police avail him little and that 
he is looked on by union men as an outeast 
and an outlaw, and yet he adheres to his 
principles and takes his chances. Really, 
he seems to have more courage than the 
soldier who secks death or glory on the 
battlefield. 

It is a serious question what shall: be 
done to protect the nonunion man who 
works when strikers say he must not. If 
there were no laws the nonunionist would 
He 
would go armed and have his arms ready 
He would strike first when he 
thought he was to be attacked. Being as 
a rule a law abiding citizen he does none 
of these things. Therefore he almost in- 
variably gets the worst of it. 

In the cities the union men are organ- 
ized and have many votes. The nonunion 
men have few votes. That tells the whole 
story. It explains why the latter never 
can expect the enthusiastic support of a 
municipal administration. 

Judging from present appearances there 
is nothing for nonunion men to do but join 
g union or go where there are no unions. 
The negro at the south who tries to vote 
when the whites do not wish him to and 
the nonunion man at the north who works 
when a union does not wish him to are

ciple that every man who wants a telephone

MORE LEISURE. 

Let the retail clerks be congratulated. 
This summer marks the farthest reach of 
their agitation for better working condi- 
tions. 

Some of the largest downtown depart- 
ment stores are going to close at 1 o'clock 
on Saturday during July and August. The 
association of the twenty-seven large retail 
clothing firms doing business if the outlying 
districts is going to give its employés a whole 
holiday today, which had never been done 
till last year, and another whole holiday on 
July 5, which is now done for the first time. 
-» Meanwhile the crusade against late shop- 
ping continues. -In the outlying districts 
the clerks are getting two nights off each 
week and in some stores have raised this 
two to three. They are now thinking of 
drawing up a minimum wage scale. 

It must not be supposed, however, that 
they have established a right to be regarded 
as part of the leisure class. When men and 
women still work eleven and a half hours 
three days in the week, nine and a half 
hours three other days, and four hours the 
seventh, they cannot be said to be failing 
to bear their fair share of the burden of the 
world’s work. 

The National Consumers’ league is at- 
tacking this question from the standpoint 
of the shopper. It has issued cards urging 
the public not to patronize any retail store 
Saturday afternoon. This appeal! ought to 
be heeded. 

_ It is fortunate that the Retail Clerks’ 
Protective association is on hand to work 
at the question from the standpoint of the 
employé. Three years ago there was no 
retail clerks’ union in Chicago. Today the 
retail clerks’ union has a local membership 
of about 6,000, and will send about fifty 
delegates to the international retail clerks’ 
convention.

ISN'T IT ENOUGH-—$1,200,000 A YEAR! 

The Chicago Telephone company is mak- 
ing profits of $1,200,000 a year. Still it is 
not happy. It »wapts an annual profit of 
$2,000,000 or $3,000,000 a year. Its divi- 
dends are now 10 per cent per annum on 
a capitalization of $12,000,000. As the 
dividends increase new stock is issued to 
stockholders at par in cash, Every share 
of stock so issued pays for itself in ten 
years. Every share has a selling value 
in the market of 125. 

Every stockholder who exercises his 
privilege of taking stock at par can sell 
it in the market at 25 per cent profit. For 
every million issued $250,000 goes into the 
pockets of stockholders as bonus. 

We are told there is no water in the stock; 
that it all represents cash. Yet it repre- 
sents in large part exhausted improve- 
ments. It is like the stock of the old Balti- 
more and Qhio railroad and the present 
stock of the Chicago City railway—partly 
wind, partly water, and chiefly an estimate 
of franchise value. It does not appear 
from the published reports we have seen 


that the company of late years has charged . 


off any definite amount to depreciation. 
Yet every accountant knows that electrical 
machinery depreciates rapidly. 

The stock of the telephone company rep- 
resents largely the lively expectation of 
profits to come. 

Isn’t 10 per cent a sufficient profit on 
stock of that kind? Isn’t $1,200,000 a year 
enough to take out of Chicago for the 
benefit of the telephone company? 

The ‘measured service” contemplates 
profits of $2,000,000 a year or more. 

It can wait. q 

It never can be imposed upon the people 
of Chicago by a trick or by the collusion 
of the city council. Yet that is precisely 
what was attempted in the case of the 
Hyde Park company, of which the Chicago 
Telephone company was to be the ben- 
eficiary. 


CUBA GETS THE ISLE OF PINES.

The Isle of Pines is about sixty miles 
south of Cuba. It hasan area of 800 square 
miles and a population of 2,000. There are 
deposits of beautiful marble upen it, and 
the north end is luxuriantly fertile. Under

part of Cuba. The United States has done 
wisely not to do violence to West Indian 
geographical history.

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RESIDENT LOUBET leaves Paris the 
‘} day after tomorrow morning at 8 
o'clock for his visit to England, and 
will cross from Boulogne Sur Mer to 
Dover, escorted by some of the: finest 
battleships of the north Atlantic squadron. 
He will be received at Dover by the duke of 
Connaught, and at Victoria station in London 
at half past 4 in the afternoon by King Ed- 
ward, who will accompany him to St. James’ 
palace, where throughout. his stay ‘he will 
occupy those apartments which until a few 
weeks ago were the home of the prince and 
princess of Wales. At 8 o'clock in the even- 
ing King Edward gives a grand state ban- 
quet, followed by a state concert in honor of 
the president. The latter will be accompanied 
ty his minister of foreign affairs, M. Del- 
casse, and by half a dozen members of his 
military and civil household. 


Archduke Fredefick of Austria, the eldest 
brother of Queen Christina of Spain, has just 
concluded the salé of his vast iron works in 
upper Silesia to a 8yndicate composed of the 
National bank of Germany and the concern 
known by the name of the “ Friedenshutte ” 
in Silesia. The price which the archduke Is 
receiving amounts to the vast sum of $18,000, - 
000, which will go to still further swell the 
fortune of this, the richest of the members of 
the reigning house of Austria. 

The archduke, who is regarded at Berlin as 
the most capable commander of the Austrian 
army, and who would be likely to be invested 
with the supreme command thereof in the 
event of any war during the lifetime of the 
present emperor, is to receive early in Sep- 
tember the German emperor at Bellye, his 
famous sporting estate, where there Is some 
of the finest shooting in all Europe. 

The kaiser will avail himself of the occa- 
sion to visit Vienna, where he has not made 
any stay for several years past. Indeed, the 
last time that he was there he merely passed 
through the city on his way to the holy land 
without seeing Emperor Francis Joseph or 
any member of the Austrian imperial fam- 
ily. 

The two emperors met for the last time at 
the funeral of the late king of Saxony, but 
were eaeh of them only at Dresden for a few 
hours, and, indeed, the absence of Emperor 
William from Vienna for these several years 
past has given rise to all sorts of stories as to 
an alleged estrangement between himself 
and Emperor Francis Joseph, stories for 
which there is not a shadow of foundation, 
and to which it is proposed to give the lie by 
William's state visit to the Austrian capital 
in September. 

King Peter of Servia will do wisely to 
change the members of his military house- 
hold. For the four officers who attended him 
as aids de camp from Geneva to Belgrade 
had figured in a similar capacity in the en- 
tourage of King Alexander, and had taken 
part in the latter’s assassination. 

It is a noteworthy fact that those officers 
who are nearest to the sovereign, who have 


been the objects of his greatést generosity, 


kindness, and confidence, should almost in- 
variably be those who are among the first to 
betray him. 

Prince Alexander of Bulgaria, when he was 
kidnaped and carried off into Russia, found 
that the leaders of the outrage were his own 
trusted aids de camp, whom he had been en- 
tertaining at dinner only a few hours pre- 
viously. 

In at least three of the plots for the assas- 
sination of his successor, Prince Ferdinand— 
plots that failed to accomplish their object— 
it was found that the officers who were most 
deeply implicated therein were those of the 
prince’s own military household. 

Khedive Abbas of Egypt was strangled by 
two officers of his household, and the assas- 
sins of Czar Paul were every one of them 
military dignitaries of his personal suite. 
The last of the Vasa kings of Sweden was 
betrayed in the same way by his generals 
and aids de camp.in waiting, who flung 
themselves upon him and subjected him to 


-personal violence in order to force him 


sign his abdication. 

In fact, one could go through all the an- 
nals of the monarchical history of Europe 
in order to furnish proof that when rulers 
are betrayed it is usually by their most 
trusted courtiers—just the men, in fact, on 
whose fidelity and devotion they believed 
that they could place the most implicit reli- 
ance. It is merely necessary to point out 
that in all the conspiracies against sover- 
eigns, especially those that have been at- 
tended by violence, they have always been 
assisted and abetted by betrayal from with- 
in—that is to say, on the part of those 
officers upon whom the victim of the plot 
looked for protection and defense. 


Thus in the tragedy at Belgrade the chief 
traitor was undoubtedly Col. Naomovitch, 
upon whose gratitude King Alexander be- 
lieved that he could depend, because at a 
moment when the colonel was about to be 
court martialed for the embezzlement of 
regimental funds, which he had squandered 
at the card table, the young king had quietly 
from his own purse furnished the colonel 
with the means of making full restitution, 
and thus stopping proceedings which would 
have culminated in his disgrace and im- 
prisonment. 

After having betrayed both the king and 
the queen into the hands of their assassins, 
he was killed by a bullet from the revolver of 
the one officer who seems to have acted 
with a certain sense of duty and of his ob- 
ligations fgwards the king and queen. This 
was Capt. Miljkovitch, the principal orderly 


officer of the king, whose ro6le in the entire , 


affair is so dramatic that it deserves to be 
perpetuated on the stage. 

The captain had been taken into the con- 
fidence of the conspirators, who wer@®aware 
of his hostile sentiments with regard to 
Queen Draga, and as to the degradation and 
evil which he was convinced she was des- 
tined to bring upon Servia. But when the 
conspirators asked him to join them he re- 
plied: ‘‘ You have confided to me your se- 
cret and I shall not betray you, all the more 
as I think just as youdo. Butif remaina 
loyal comrade to you I shall likewise fulfill 
my duties towards the king, and if you make 
your attack upon the palace when I am on 
duty there I shall do everything that I can 
to prevent the execution of your designs.”’ 

The captain could not even resign his post 
as aid de camp. For being married to the 
daughter of the prime minister, it would have 
created much disturbance and would have 
inevitably given rise to suspicions without 
in any way benefiting or saving the king 
and queen had he done so. He resolved to 
adhere to the line of conduct which he had 
laid out for himself. 

He was on duty at the palace on the night 

of the tragedy, and when the door of the 
royal apartments was blown open by means 
of dynamite he rushed forward with his re- 
volver, calling upon the conspirators to re- 
tire, and shot down Col. Naomovitch, who 
was leading the way, being himself immedi- 
ately shot down in turn by Col. Machin, the 
brother-in-law of Queen Draga. Before 
morning the captain’s father-in-law, the 
premier, Gen. Markovitch, had likewise been 
assassinated, while the captain’s widow in 
the early dawn had given birth to a little 
boy. 
. The role of this orderly officer of King Alex- 
ander, Capt. Miljkovitch, constitutes the one 
relatively bright spot in this ignoble tragedy 
of Belgrade, and it is one which I have stated 
above should appeal to the playwright.

novels. ‘The result is 
often stunning and it makes a good adver- 
tisement. But the Scientific American has 
gone a step further and reduces the novels 
¢o trees. Speaking of nine successful novels 
which have sold in the aggregate 1,600,000 
copies it says: 

“Books are made of paper. Paper in turn 
4s made of cellulose, of which the chief 
pource of supply is timber. In order to de- 
gcribe the roméntic career of a seventeenth 
century gentleman of the rapier it is neces- 
gary to fell a few hundred trees; the publica- 
tion of many narratives in which the exploits 
of other cavalfers are dwelt on may there- 
fore entail the destruction of a forest. 

“The nine novels to which we have referred 
had @ total sale of over 1,600,000 copies. 
ince the average weight of each book sold 

probably was twenty ounces, a little calou- 

jation -will prove that these 1,600,000 books 
contained approximately 2,000,000 pounds of 
paper. We are assured by a manufacturer 
ofpaper that the average spruce tree yields 
& little less than haif a cord of wood, which 
Wequivalent to about 500 pounds of paper. 
Inother words, these nine novels swept away 
4000 trees, and they form but a small part of 
the fiction so eagerly read by the American 
public. Some books are worth. more than 
4000 trees. What may be the tree value of 
the modern historical.novel it is not within 
our province to decide.’’ 

It is to be hoped that the alert publishers 
will seize this fdea and useit. Pictures show- 
ing the forest before its destruction would 
be a striking advertising feature. Then, too, 
this suggests a conversation between a 
spruce tree and an author of historical ro- 
mance.

Altogether 588 pages are required for the 
Whole. To read a book of this bulk in this 
day of sparkling brevity seems a downright 
Waste of time, yet Dr. Lorimer’s book is 
@nything but tiresome or profitless. It is

Che Preposterous Yankee. 


Brutal and Pointless Libel on America. 


HERE has just appeared in London a 
book called “THE PREPOSTEROUS 
YANKEE, which; on its title page, 
bears the name of ‘“‘ Montague Vernon 
Ponsonby, Esq.,’’ as that of its author. 

Of course, this Is a pen name, the author 
being of too modest and retiring a disposi- 
tion to make himself known, or perhaps he 
does not wish his fellow countrymen to think 
that he looks with too lenient an eye upon 
the weaknesses of his American cousins. The 
book is evidently intended as a companion 
volume to “The Unspeakable Scot’’ and 
“The Egregious Englishman,” but its re- 
fined tone and the wonderful self-restraint 
of its author put it quite out of the class to 
which those intemperate volumes belong. 

To prove that ‘“‘ Mr. Ponsonby ”’ has writ- 
ten this book solely to promote the entente 
cordiale I can do no better than to quote 
from its pages. Let us take the opening 
paragraph of chapter I. to begin with: 

. The American is free only in the decla- 
ration of independence. In actual life he is 
as much a feudal vassal as were the ancient 
Britons who were ordered about by Druids 
and burned by them when they needed fuel. 

“ Thousands of New Yorkers live in resi- 
dential hotels. These remind the English- 
man strangely of London peck whose 
inmates are fed on the fodder trough prin- 
ciple, and who are dictated to by /beadles 
and other officious creatures.”’ 

. ; 

We now have a picture of the American at 
breakfast: “The American drinks hot 
coffee and cold ice water alternately at the 
breakfast table. He will wolf stewed prunes, 
pound cake, hashed boiled beef, pancakes, 
crullers, ice water, coffee with prunes, a 
chop, and a little oatmeal in small doses, a 
few tablespoonfuls of each, and then spend 
the time on his way downtown to his office 
wondering why the great Creator of every- 
thing—who has done fairly well, but not as 
well as an American God would have done— 
did not have brains enough to invent a di- 
gestion that would digest.”’ 


This will surprise some American readers, 
but every British reader will be impressed 
with its truth as well as the truth of the fol- 
lowing: 

“The Americans are such a primitive peo- 
ple that they have really no idea of either 
comfort or luxury. If they ask for either 


it is mere affectation. They are much more 


comfortable when they are uncomfortable. 
They find life really most luxurious if it is 
devoid of any luxury whatever. Any de- 
mand for artistic surroundings, quietude, or 
refinement is mere pretense, and based upon 
the desire to pose as being what they term 
* English.’ ”’ 

Here is his picture of an American financier 
going out to luncheon: 

With a Wild scramble he seizes his unbrushed 
hat, puts on an overcoat, made of a sort of shoddy 
felt, and, before it is fairly on, is rushing through 
the corridors and yelping for the lift, which has 
just passed his floor, to stop for him. Half dazed, 
disheveled, frantic, and hysterical, he arrives 
on the ground floor. So intent is he in being first 
man to leave the lift that he tramples down 
all who are in his way, and, like a person escape 


{ ing from a house on fire, bolts down into the street. 


An Englishman who eaw this performance 
would be inclined to suppose that the performer 
was a defaulter escaping with all the available 
assets of the bank. 

But he would be mistaken. It is simply the 
president of one of the largest financial institu- 


, tions in New York going out for his lunch. P’ 


Like a lion, or other wild beast, the nfiow thor- 
oughly, aroused man dashes along Broadway. He 
darts, with the air of something that is being 
hunted, into a sort of cellar, a den that has not 
been ventilated since last summer, in which pie— 
the American national dish—sandwiches, hash, 
crullers, and all sorts of viands invented by the 
dyspepsia doctors are displayed in large bowls. 

With the avidity of the shipwrecked sailor who 
gias seen no food whatever for at least three weeks, 
the banker grabs a handful of pie and stuffs it 
into his stomach. Evidently he is panic stricken 
at the thought that the pie will be taken from 
him before he can get away with it. And there 
is some reason for his terror, for all around him 
other desperate bankers are eating with a despera- 
tion which suggests that all is lost. 


- At the end of an exciting day he makes an 
inventory—not of how much he has eaten but 
of. how much he has stolen—then he leaves 
his office for the ‘‘ miserable dormitory 
which he calls his home.” Not only are 
Americans thieves out they are liars as well, 
thus uniting the pra«tica: ard the picturesque 
as is never done ‘n Engla na. 

“The great Ame:ican har is amusing and 
interesting. Even the scientific men have 
caught the prevailing mata for inaccuracy, 
America’s greatest ‘electriclans announce 
their intentions in precisely the same sort of 
high flown and inaccurate language adopted 
by the agent of a circus. They are always

announcing what they are going to do next 
week. One of them wili tel! you thatina few 
days he will put on the market a fifty horse 
ower electric motor, weighing fourteen and 
L quarter pounds, and costing £5 4s 2d. There 

absolutely nothirg on which to base his 
rophecy. It is simply an ordinary, plain, 
everyday, unadulterated lie, told to attract 
attention to himself, and generally printed 
under a picture of tne inventor, showing him 
engaged in the dramatic task of running his 
fingers through his-long, poetlike hair and 
trying to look like a marble classic.”’ 


_It is when writing of society in America 
that Mr. *“‘ Ponsonby ’’ shows us that he has 
none of the picturesque quality he has just 
attributed to the Americans: 

As a matter of fact, few big social functions 
take place in American high life without at least 
one fist fight, though, to do the men justice, it 
must be admitted that they rarely punch one an- 
other while they remain sober. But of course there 
is plenty of time for personal encounters at balls 
and dinners in Fifth avenue. ae 

A leader of the *‘ Four Hundred '’—that’s what 
society calls itself, because, as it boasts, there are 
at least 400 persons who don’t put their knives 
in their mouths—this leader cut a gentleman off 
her visiting list because he slapped men’s faces 
at her parties. She was accused of “ aping Eu- 
ropean exclusiveness,’’ and @vas quite unpopular 
for a while. 

For Mr. ‘’“Ponsonby " to explain that this 
fighting at social functions only goes on 
when the men have become § intoxicated 
shows that it is his desire to excuse our 
social lapses, and that he admits that there 
are 400 men and women in New York who 
do not eat with their Knives is an act of 
generosity on his part that cannot fail of 
appreciation. 

We all know that the life of the ‘‘ com- 
muter’’ is not a happy one, but few of us, 
I imagine, realize the *‘ deep damnation ”’ 
of his life or the extent of his prowess. 
“It is nothing unusual to see a commuter 
with a sack of potatoes ora barre! of flour 
strapped on his shoulders making his way 
to the malaria ridden swamp to which he 
has consigned his family. 

“During my sojourn in America I never 
met a ‘commuter’ on his way home who 
had with him anything smaller than a ham. 
His children spend their time during the 
day—they have absolutely nothing else to 
do—wondering whether papa will bring home 
tonight a haunch of pork or a bushel of 
coal. He is as likely to arrive at his wooden 
hut bearing a hundredweight of firewood 
as he is to turn up with fifty or sixty pounds. 
of bricks with which to mend the chimney 
pot.” 

It will pain our American editors to know 
that Mr. *‘ Ponsonby "’ has discovered their 
ignorance, but fortunately he says little 
about it. Here is that little: 

“There are few American editors, even of 
the great newspapers, whose profits amount 
to a few million dollars a year, who can talk 
grammatically. The gentleman in charge of 
the largest New York daily paper would not 
be above making such a remark as, ‘I seen 
him when he done it,’ or asking, with polite 
curiosity, ‘ Where have you went?’ ”’ 


Chicago is made the subject of a special 
chapter. Mr. ‘*‘ Ponsonby ’’ shows great re- 
straint in his use of adjectives when describ- 


ing that city: 

Chicago is a blank, dreary city; flat, stale, un-- 
profitable, gawky, dry and dusty, dirty, and wholly 
preposterous, located on the western shore of 
a large pool of dirty water known as Lake Mich- 

Chicago is the only city which the writer has 
ever visited in which he falt afraid of his life in 
broad daylight on a principal thoroughfare. 

In Chicago law’ and order are both unknown. 


“The favorite weapon is the sandbag. This is a 


stocking full of sand or bird shot. The owner of 
the sandbag hies himself forth and, whangs upon 
the back of the head any citizen who looks as 
if he had a gold watch or @ purse. 

To be sure a few weeks ago, in Colchester, 
an English city of about the size of New 
Rochelle, a soldier in broad daylight, on one 
of the principal streets, drew his sword and 
cut a womans head off because she spoke 
slightingly' of his appearance as he swag- 
gered by, but that was, of course, not an 
every day occurrence, like the sandbagging 
in Chicago. 

_ As a matter of fact, I doubt'if this Mr. 
Ponsonby was ever in America. The 
fact that he says that he was proves nothing. 
My opinion is that he is a bagman who em- 
ployed his vacation in reading Dickens’ 
“American Notes’’ and Mr. Trollope’s book 
merica, and then decided to win a lit- 
tle notoriety by exaggerating their exag- 
gerations. The English papers have treated 
the book with the silence that it deserves, but 
I could not resist the temptation to have. 
a little fun with it.

THE LAW OF MENTAL MEDICINE. 
By Thomson J. Hudson, LL. D. A. CG, 
McClurg & Co. 


Dr. Hudson has been an industrious writer 
on facts and fancies pertaining to psychic 
matters. It is easy, of course, to claim a 
** scientific basis,’’ a “ law,"’ a ‘‘ demonstra- 
tion’’ of almost any theory. In this book 
Dr. Hudson essays to put ona scientific basis 
his theory of the “ correlation of the facts of 
psychology and histology in their relation 
to mental therapeutics, and Incidentally to 
place within the reach of the humblest intel- 
lect the most effective methods of healing the 
sick by mental processes.’’ 

The aim is not lacking in ambition. Men- 
tal healing, he says, is not a religion; there 
is nothing supernatural in it: the whole art 
consists In knowing how to induce the condi- 
tion of faith on the part of the patient. While 
there must be a definite mental condition on 
the part of the healer, there must also bea 
specific mental attitude on the part of the 
patient. The law of suggestion—histrionic 
suggestion—is the dominant energy that 
does it. 

Starting from the same “ scientific basis ”’ 
the author has his own views on the subject 
of the American “pie.”” Emerson ate pie 
every morning. And see what it did for him! 
The newspaper crusade against ple is non- 
sensical; there is not a more wholesome ar- 
ticle of food known to civilized people than 
the New England pie. In thousands of 
homes, he declares, it used to be “ a benedic- 
tion and a joy three times a day, to say noth- 
ing of surreptitious pieces between meals.’”’ 

That pie ever became indigestible was due 
to the evil histrionic suggestion. It matters 
not whether the suggestion comes from an- 
other, oris an auto-suggestion. Whena man 
begins to dissect himself with his introspec- 
tive pincers the undertaker is likely to take 
him in hand next. St. Paul meant really the 
same thing when he said: “ Eat what is set 
before you, asking no questions for con- 
science sake.” Keep your mind off your 
stomach during the process of digestion. 
“The immunity of animais and idiots is due 
to the fact that they are beyond the reach of 
suggestions adverse to health.” If the cur-. 
rent dietetic suggestions could reach the 
mind of an ostrich he would soon be unable 
to digest a boiled potato. 

Throughout Dr. Hudson's varied discussion 
of his main theme he is Gt all events inter- 
estingly suggestive.

Duke of Wellington’s Letters 


Interesting Correspondence with His Niece. 


N interesting light is cast upon the 
A character of a great general by the 

publication of the “ CORRESPOND- 

ENCE OF LADY BURGHBPRSH 

WITH THE DUKE OF WELLING- 
TON, edited by her daughter, Lady Rose 
Weigall’’ (E. P. Dutton & Co.) Lady Burgh- 
ersh was the niece of the duke of Welling- 
ton, and her husband, Lord Burghersh, was 
the son of the duke’s old commander, the earl 
of Westmoreland. The correspondence cov- 
ers a period of more than forty years and is 
in a tone of friendly intimacy, which has a 
certain charm. Many of the letters are 
trivial and none of them reveal new facts of 
great Importance, but their value lies in the 
view they give of the duke in his own home 
circle, 

The duke’s language is at times quite free. 
From Fuente Guinaldo, May 25, 1810, he 
writes: “1 think we are now in a great 
situation. If I have luck we may do 
great things; at all events the campaign is 
ours. I believe the French, however, are 
confoundedly strong.” 

In regard to Mme. de Staél he writes: “I 
am on proper terms with the Staél—that Is, 
she is confoundedly afraid of me. Shetolda 
person, who repeated it to me, that she had 
doe everything in her power—‘ pour m’ in- 
teresser Aa elle’ (what does she suppose me 
made of?) but she found I! had no‘ cceur pour 
l'amour !!!’ 

The duke is quite outspoken in his com- 
ments on his political enemies, and friends, 
too. “‘ This transaction,’’ he writes in 1836, 
“proves to me clearly not only that Lord 
Melbourne does not understand his business 
but that there is nobody in the cabinet who 
does.”” ‘“‘If there is to be a discussion it is 
best that I should not be present, although 
I have threatened to gothere. The duke of 
C., Lord Wynford, and Lord Londonderry 
will lie and get out of their difficulty.” “I 
am told: * Head us, we will do what you 
choose.’ Butin ‘truth, nobody does anything 
but what he likes, excepting myself. Weare 
all commanders and there are no troops. 
Nobody obeys, or even listens, to advice but 
myself. Then 1 am abused because things do 
not go right.”’ 

The duke’s comment on Queen Victoria and 


interesting. ‘‘ We have a queen of 18 years 
of age. Supposing her to be an angel from 
heaven, she cannot have the knowledge to 
enable her to oppose the mischief proposed to 
her. 

‘She has not even the strength to enable 
Lord Melbourne to make use of her as he 
used of the late king—as a sort of bugbear to 
frighten his supporters by telling them the 
king will take the conservatives if pushed too 
hard. 

“ We are governed by a corrupt and ig- 
norant faction, not supported by a corrupt 
court, but forced upon the court by the de- 
mocracy. God help us!” 

The tender interest which the duke displays 
in various family events, and his fondness for 
the children of his niece, appears all the 
more lovable in contrast with his denuncia- 
tions of his enemies. He seems never to 
have recovered from a distrust of France. 
He writes nearly thirty years after the bat- 
tle of Waterloo: ‘‘ The powers of the con- 


tinent may yely upon it that, do what we 
may, France will never forgive our success- 
ful resistance of their wild revolutionary am- 
bition, and will never cease in their efforts 
to destroy all the sources of our prosperity, 
happiness, power, and influence. This is the 
feeling of all; and will never be otherwise. 
We may continue to be, and I hope shall con- 
tinue to be, at peace withthem. But moreis 
impossible.”’ 

It is a matter of regret that most of the 
letters received by Lady Burghersh from the 
duke were carelessly or accidentally de- 
stroyed. Enough remain to correct the im- 
pression given by some of his biographers 
that his was a cold, lonely, stern old age. 
He was always inviting the children to make 
him visits. Lady Weigall, who edits her 
mother’s letters, adds her own personal rem- 
iniscences of the duke, being old enough to 
remember him as the children’s playmate. 
The only occasion that she mentions on 
which she saw him angry is associated tn her 
mind with her fit of laughter at the absurdity 
of the duke being in a rage, when he was 
always so kind to her. ‘

“LAKE COUNTRY SKETCHES,” by the 
Rev. H. D. Rawnsley (Macmillan), is a vol- 
ume made up of sketches written during the 
last twenty years or so, andall relating to the 
lake district where Wordsworth lived: The 
introductory essay, indeed, treats of Words- 
worth and the peasantry, and cons{ists of 
personal recollections of the poet as they 
linger in the minds of the humble people of 
the lakes. 

Wordsworth seems to have been unpopu- 
lar. His coldness was compared unfavora- 
bly with the generosity and affability of Hart- 
ley Coleridge. The poet was a great man to 
“bum and boo,” that is, to mutter to him- 
self, but the popular belief among his peas- 
ant neighbors was that either Hartley Cole- 
ridge or Miss Wordsworth composed hig 
poems for him. The power of self-delusion 
is shown by the account of Barbara Lewth- 
waite pointing out to her friends where she 
fed the pet lamb, and telling what the poet 
said to: her. Wordsworth himself has kft 
a written statement—not alluded to by Canon 
Rawnsley—that Barbara Lewthwaite was 
not the girl at all! Her name was used for 
poetic reasons, but the girl who really said 
“Drink, pretty creature, drink,” Was an- 
other. 

Sketches of some typical characters among 
the men of Skiddaw and Borderside show 
what material Wordsworth had about him 
when he wished to make a picture of sturdy, 
manly, independent poverty. A few bits of 
folklore are preserved, and some of the es- 
says deal especially with the scenery of the 
lakes. ‘ 

Canon Rawnsley is knoasvn as the author of 
several other books on Wordsworth or om the 
lake region. He writes interestingly, and 
the book is handsomely printed, illustrated, 
and bound.

“ RABBITS, CATS, AND CAVIES,” by CG, 
H. Lane (E. P. Dutton @& Co.), containg 
descriptive sketches of all recognized exhi- 
bition varieties of those domestic pets, with 
over a hundred iNustrations from life studies 
of prize winners by Rosa Bebb. The book is 
extremely practical in its enumeration ef the 
Various points of excellence to be found in 
different varieties and might well be called 
the judges’ manual. Directions are given also 
for the care of the various animals named. 

Cavies are guinea pigs, and are divided 
into three sections, those with long hair, 
which are known as Peruvians; those with 
rough, short hair, known as Abyssinians; 


and those with short, smooth hair, knownas — 


Bolivian, English, or smooth cavies. 

The varieties of rabbits and cats are better 
known, but the book contains much that is 
new and interesting. One statement ts of in- 
terest to allcity dwellers: “ Those concerts 
which sometimes disturb the rest of light 
sleepers are not generally indulged in by eats 
in the higher walks of feline society, but are 
mostly confined to the Ishmaelites of the 
cat tribe.”’ 

It is a pleasure to learn that the rabbit 
plague of Australia is being turned to prac- 
tical account. The Adelaide Advertiser is 
given as authority for the statement that fn 
the year 1901 twenty million Australian ralh- 
bit skins were sold in England, while 1,600,000

One rabbit warren in 
Glamorganshire yields a revenue of $8,000 a 
year.

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HISTORIAN WRITES ROMANCE. 
“A Gentleman of the South,” by William 
Garrott Browne, Is Worth Reading. 

William Garrott Browne, well known asa 
historian and authority upon ante-bellum 
occurrences below Mason and Dixon's line, 
has entered the field of fiction. He makes 
his début with “‘ A GENTLEMAN OF THE 
SOUTH "(The Macmillan company), and it 
is said that he has chosen this form of 
composition because of a desire to present 
a study of the south and the southern char- 
acter in the more popular form. And. he 
announces that most of his future work will 
be confined to the relation of sober facts, 
This is not good news at all, for his one 
novel is about as pleasing a bit of work as 
the present season has produced. 

The narrative purports to be a fragment 
from the memoirs of Col. Stanton Elmore, 
who “left the country immediately after 
the downfall of the southern confederacy 
and dfd not return until the close of the 
Franco-Prussian war, in which he had 
served on the staff of a French officer of 
high rank. His personal memoirs cover his 
services in America, in Egypt, and on the 
continent of Europe, beginning with the 
first Manassas and ending with Sedan, when 
his varied military career came also to an 
end.” No matter if this be a transparent 
literary artifice, it opens the way for the 
author to achieve verisimilitude. True art 
is evidenced in the simple narration of an 
appalling tragedy; the language is perfectly 
apposite to the period and the locale, and 
the story lays hold upon the sympathies 
with a grip that, cannot be shaken off. It 
sways the emotions as with a magician’s 
wand, and thé délight of it all is that it Is 
done without the hackneyed devices of the 
novelist. Quite as convincing in its impres- 
sion as if we had been permitted to gather 
the tale from yellowed letters from out a 
cobwebbed garret, the effect is of absolute 


verity. 


In what state the events of the action took 


is not made clear, but indications point 
Carolina as the scene. At the 
Cedars dwelt the Seldens, while Hill Top was 
the seat of the Underwoods. Hardly the 
castles of medieval Germany were remoter 
from the vast surges of modern life than these 
two plantation homes.” Lifelong friends, 
the heads of the houses fell into a quarrel.

‘at Monterey. With the tragedy all inter- 
course between the families ceased abruptly. 
Henry Selden’s engagement to beautiful 
Margaret Hilliard, stepdaughter of the dead 
senator, was broken; she died of a broken 
heart, and Henry lived on In the depth of his 


lonely grief. 


Deftly are these premises placed before the 
reader, with none of the conventions of a pro- 


logue. The story begins with the reunion of 
the Seldens on Christmas eve. Miss Joanna, 
the chatelaine of the Cedars, and Henry, the 
head of the house, welcome Fitzhugh, the 
young soldier, fresh from Mexican battle- 
fields, and the trio apprehensively turn to 
greet Beverley and her schoo) friend, EBlea- 
nor Underwood. Impending embarrassment 
at meeting a daughter of the proscribed fam- 
ily vanished, Fitzhugh fell captive to the 
charms of lovely Eleanor, and poor Henry's 
mind reeled when he saw that the girl wasthe 
living replica of his dead love. 

Coincident with the Christmas cheer a 
committee waits on Henry, tendering the 
nomination to congress to filla vacancy. For 
nothing but a desire to please Eleanor he ac- 
cepts, and goes to Washington to defeat a 
measure which has been planned to rob the 
Underwoods of riches and good name. There 
he meets Robert Underwood, also a con- 
gressman, and who resents the efforte of 
Selden. A challenge passes, but Henry has 
promised his dead mother not to fight a duel. 
Affronts are heaped upon him, but he stands 
above them, and wins his fight against the 
offensive bill. 

Returning to the Cedars, he is goaded by 
Robert into fighting, and the encounter ter- 
minates in Underwood receiving his life at 
the hands of his opponent, at which he is so 
infuriated that he murders Henry an@then 
pierces his own heart. Ultimately happiness 
softens the memory of the tragedy. Bever- 
ley and her suitors, jolly Senator Burwell and 
red-headed, lanky Virginius Evins furnish 
delicious amusement, and every one will be 
sorry that Bev did not marry the comrade 
of her childhood. 

A pretty tale, despite the underlying sad- 
ness, it twines its tendrils about the heart of 
the reader. And it is mightily pleasing to 
the eye, with two good illustrations, decora- 
tive pages in tint, ornamental chapter head- 
ings and talipieces, and lining papers, and a 
brilliant cover stamp. 


The Blow from Behind. 


In a book with the striking title, “‘ A Blow from 
Behind,’’ Fred C. Chamberlain, a Boston lawyer, 
has scored bitterly the anti-imperialists in general 
and Edward Atkinson in particular. He has an- 
swered as well as attacked the anti-impertalistie 
arguments, and from the point of view of those whe 
believe in the government’s Philippine policy this 
lawyer's contentions are strong, logical, and con 
clusive. A part of the text is made up of the man-« 
uscript of a memorial day address delivered by 
Mr. Chamberlain before a Grand Army post. The 
remainder of the book comprises the discussion of 
Philippine matters which came up after the speech 
on Decoration day. Mr. Chamberlain’s language is 
scathing, and there are those who are giad that he 
made it as strong as he did. His blunt statement 
founded, as he says, upon records, that there are 
practically no men among the anti-imperialiats 
who ever carried a musket in war, though most of 
them were of enlistment age at the time of the 
civil war, cannot be any too pleasant reading for 
the anti-imperialista of the country. Mr. Cham- 
berlain’s pen is sharp pointed. (Lee & Shepard,

|-Garnett’s Twilight of the Gods. 


An Unusual Book by a Witty Scholar. |: 


ICHARD GARNETT, whose “ TWI- 
LIGHT OF THE GODS” has ap- 
peared from the press of John Lane 
at the Bodley Head, is pleased to re- 
garaé men and women not so much in 

their relations to each other as in their rela- 


tions jogis, genil, demons, saints, car- 


dinalg, and imps. His idea of a tale is, ina 
general way of speaking, that of Boccaccio 
—of Margaret of Navarre. That he con- 
tinually mocks his own work and makes 
jocund confession of his own disbelief in his 
creatures is a characteristic which heightens 
rather than detracts from his work. He is, 
indeed, an excellent wit, whose jocularities 
are those of the scholar, whose morals are 
those of the gentle cynic who suspects the 
face of comedy behind the mask of tragedy, 
and perceives in all things cause for sar- 
donic laughter. - 

The book is not of usual quality. It ts 
dddicated to ‘Horace Howard Furness and 
to-Georg Brandes, and even these gentlemen 
of unquestioned taste may be counted on to 
laugh at it: It is a book that seems to g0 
with a glass of old port, with a decorated 
Wéisure, and a deep diaphramic laugh. I can 
think of at least six persons who seem to me 
to have been waiting for it, and to meed it 
for the fulfillment of their enjoyment of life. 
All ef these persons are, by a coincidence, 
mén. I believe all of them like good dinners, 
and I know they all continue to enjoy the 
classics, though they are past 40—or maybe 
past 50—and quite modern in their business 


methods. 


There is a flavor to Mr. Garnett’s com- 
pounds which the writer of simpler methods 
and flavorings may well envy him. His dish 
of fancy hath about it a quality unique, and, 
like the sauce of a Parisian chef, may be 
appreciated but not imitated. Take, for 
example, so plain an idea as the repetitions 
of nature. Mr. Garnett calls attention to 
that prenomena in this fashion: 


** Nature is manifold, not infinite, though 


‘the extent of the resources of which she can 


€ispose almost enables her to pass for such. 
Her tards* are so multitudinous that the 
pairs .are easily shuffled into ages so far 
eeunder that their resemblance escapes re- 
mark... But sometimes her mischievous 
daughter, fortune, manages to thrust these 
duplicates into such conspicudus places that 
their similarity canrot pass unobserved, and 
nature is caught plagiarizing from hereself.’’ 

As for his jocularity, it is of many moods, 
the most absurd of which is represented by 
this sort of thing: 

Aurelia!’’ 

** Otto!’’ 

**‘Must we then part?’ 

They were folded in each other's arms. 
Wag never such kissing. 

** How shall we henceforth exchange the sweet 
bkens of our undying affection, my Otto?’ 
v‘ Alas, my Aurelia, I know not! Thy Otto 
blushes to acquaint thee that he ¢annét write.” 
“Blush not, my Otto, thou needest not reproach 
thyself. Even couldst thou write, thy Aurelia 
coulg not tread. these:dark ages!’’ ; 

Afid frere is a travesty of the ancient style 
of making which is inimitable: 
‘“A*sentinel of the besiegers had marked 
Benedetto’s fall, and the disappearance of 
the body into-the earth. A pool of blood 
revealed the entrance to the passage. Ere 
sunrise Mantua was full of Frederick’s sol- 
diers, full also of burning houses, rifled 
sanctuaries, violated damsels, children play- 
ine with’ their dead mothers’ breasts, es- 
pecially full of citizens protesting that they 
had .ever longed for the restoration of the 
¢mpetor, and ‘this was the happiest day 
of thefr,lives,, Frederick waited till every- 
body was killed, then entered the city and 
procikiméd an .

the fortunes of an imp, an engine, or a 
dog as in the adventures, sorrows, and joys 
of aman. As a great actor need not con- 
cern. himself .about his réle, because he can 
make notable any r6le, so the accomplished 
writer may choose any subject and give it 
charm and personal interest. .. 

When, in the last generation, the souls of 
men and women, rather than their actions, 
became the approved subject for stories, 
literature underwent a change. Possibly 
it was improved. At ieast, it became more 
complex. ' But a reaction has occurred. It 
is still ‘permissible to write about souls, 
but no one is on any account to tell the 
truth about them. “‘ Dance, Audrey, dance!”’ 
is the motto of the hour. Sadness is taboo, 
The American nation ts tripping it merrily, 
and is disinclined to believe in anything ex- 
cept universal health, joy, and tmmortalhty. 
One might think our friends,. the. Christian 
Scientists, had converted the whole nation, 
and really, one would not be surprised to 
hear that sin, sickness, and death had been 
vanishing by proclamation at Washington, 
éven as they are now banished by the editors 
of the magazines. 

“We are trying like mad to be cheerful,” 
wrote an editor of a magazine to me the 
other day, in returning a manuscript. ‘ How 
can you send us a sad story? I have been 
depressed all day by your tale and heart- 
broken over the heroine. Can you expect 
me to make my readers feel likethat?’’ But 
the whole point of it was, if his readers 
had felt like that, even for an hour, they 
might have avoided the error which produced 
the sadness of the heroine. It is the fash- 
ion, however, to take it for granted that 
every one is respectablg¢, fashionable, and 
well educated. 

“Please send us stories,’’ wrote another 
editor; “about city people in the upper 
classes. And have the ending cheerful."’ 


As I think of all this, a picture haunts 
me and recurs again and again. It is ofa 
cheap, ugly, bizarre city draped in its every 
building, from cornice to water stone, with 
five penny bunting, for a forced celebration 
such as the western towns affect, and at 
which every one is supposed to be merry, 
and by which the business men are to be 
benefited. There is really nothing to cele- 
brate, the people are not held together by 
any bond such as a common enthusiasm 
can furnish. Commercialism lies at the bot- 
tom of the occasion, yet, half ashamed of 
that, they gloss it with pretense of gayety. 
Iiard faced, mercenary men, who have long 
since lost the meaning of joy, sadly fling 
confetti. Weary, worried babies cry in the 
crowd, and long to be safe in their back 
yards. Girls, in cheap summer finery, grin. 
desirous, yet abashed, at the visiting bump- 
kins. Absurd floats pass along the streets, 
and the people applaud unsmilingly and with 
embarrassment. It is, first and last, a per- 
functory, forced, crude, sad festival. That 
is the way the orgie of optimism of the 
present day appears to me. The cheap bunt- 
ing seems to fade before my eyes. I think 
the people are tired of being made to laugh. 
I believe it would rest them if some of them 
were permitted to confess that their feet 
ached. I think it would do us all good if 
literature might be honestly sympathetic, 
and if we might say, “‘ We are sorry,” to. 
those who are sad. Really, I cannot tel! 
whether it is our whooping commercialism 
or the approaching presidential campaign 
which has made it unpopular for us to own 
to distress or confess to Sympathy. Per- 
haps it is both. ; 

One reason that Mr. Garnett’s book is a 
relief is that he has escaped from this tinny 
cheerfulness by dealing with what may be 
termed jocular symbols. Stories such as 
“ Alexander the Rat Catcher,” “* The Demon 
Pope,” ‘Madam Lucifer,” “The Purple 
Head,”’ *“* The Philosopher and the Butter- 
flies,’ are sufficiently removed from the per- 
sonal to permit the mention of death and 
even damnation without fear of affecting 
the oversensitive.

Tere ts a book which any Yale man, in 
whatevér-part.of the world, will-want.- At 
the same time these Yale ‘‘ memories” will 
hgVe_a Tastination for college men every- 
where. Dr. Dwight's identification with Yale 
as student, tutor, professor, president, was 
continued for over half a century. And he 
has a most delightful way of recording his 
The book is of interest and 
haf #reAt Historic value from many points of 
view. Incidentally the most vital problems of 
educa in the preparatory school, the 
colleg ity, are touched upon in 


peculiarly illuminating way. And thé 


mous men of old Yale—how finely, with what 
exquiste charm of spirit and skill in portrai- 
ture they are called to mind and made to 
Hve again! 

This Timothy Dwight—familiarly known 
te students as “Timmy” — became a 
member of the faculty immediately after 
his graduation in 1849 and was president 
from 1886 to 1899. The “first’’ Timothy 
Dwight was president from 1795 to 1817. 
Appropriately these delightful memories be- 
gin ‘with the Hopkins grammar school in 
New Haven, which was the natural pre- 
cursor of Yalecollege. It is a charming ac- 
count that-is given of:deat old Hawley Olm- 
gtead, its principal forso many years. Espe- 
clally was he gratefully remembered as hav- 
‘Inge persuaded the boy of 15, who wanted te 
enter college that year, to stay another yea7 
fm the preparatory sechool. The late Dr. F. 
wW. Fisk, president of the Chicago Theolog- 
ical seminary, was a clasemate and the vale- 
dictorian of the class. The beginnings of 
college life and the charactestics and pe- 
culiarities of his earliest college teachers, 
expecially Prof. Thatcher and President Day, 
are lovingly recalled. The chapter on re- 
ligious excersies and preaching of the period 
seems strangely far away. Chapel prayers 
‘were attended twice a day—every morning, 
Sundays included, at 6.

Laughlin’s “Principles of Money.” 


The Economist's New Work on Financial Science. 


ROF. LAUGHLIN’S new book, “ THE 
PRINCIPLES OF’ MONEY,” is the 
first of a proposed series of six vol- 
umes, which “ aims—if the plan is ever 
finished—to cover the main field of 

money.” The preface sums up concisely the 
contents of the present volume: 

An emphasis on the distinction between the 
standard and the medium of exchange, so that 
new light is thrown on the historical development 
of forms of money, and on the explanation of 
modern practice and prices; the rejection of the 
old assumption that credit was based on money, 
and a proposal of an entirely new analysis of 
credit and its effect on prices; a collection in brief 
form of all noteworthy tables of prices; the lifera- 
ture of the quantity theory given in extracts; 
a destructive and constructive study of the theory 
‘of price’; a restatement of the relations of prices 
to foreign trade; a condensed history of the origin 
of legal tender in Great Britain, and @ study of 
the economic effects of legal tender on the value 
of money; and a fuller examination of the laws 
regulating the value of token coinage and paper 
money especially as regards redemption. 

The scope of the book and its treatment of 
the subject in detail are best stated by the 
titles of the fifteen chapters: ‘“‘ The Func- 
tions of Money,” “‘ Coinage,” “‘ The Standard 
Question,” Credit,” ‘‘ Deposit Currency,” 
* Tables of Prices,” ‘‘ History and Literature 
of the Quantity Theory,”’ * A’ Critical Ex- 
amination of the Quantity Theory,’ The 
True Theory of Prices,” ‘‘ Prices and the In- 
ternational Movement of Specie,”’ ‘‘ Amount 
of Money Needed by a Country,” ‘* Gresh- 
am’s Law,” “ Origin and History of Legal 
Tender in Great Britain and the United 
States,”’ ‘‘ Economic Effects of Legal Tender 
Enactments,”’ and ‘‘ Laws of Token Money.” 

Whatever differences of opinion may arise 
among readers as to the soundness of partic- 
ular arguments or the validity of certain con- 
clusions in “ The Principles of Money,” all I 
think will acknowledge and praise its lucid- 
ity of statement. With the exception of cer- 
tain not extensive parts the book may be 
readily understood by any intelligent reader, 
and might, in my opinion, be used with profit 
in, any of our well conducted public high 
schools. It should be said that the small 
portions of the book which are abstruse be- 
yond the ken of the intelligent layman or 
the beginning student of economics, are so 
of necessity and not asa fault. Indeed, the 
remarkable effectiveness of the series of 
newspaper articles on money contributed by 
Prof. Laughlin in the presidential campaign 
of. 1896, in clarifying public thinking and 
steadying public emotion and action in that 
exciting. period, was due primarily to the 
writer’s clearness of statement, which was 
essentia] in order to gain a general reading 
as well as to convince the reader. Another 
good quality of the book is the fullness and 
fairness with. which the author has etated 
the views and arguments of other economists 
from which he dissents or which he seeks 
to overthrow, 

Coupling these good qualities—and espe- 
cially that one first named—with the well 
known ability and the high standing of the 
author in the company of economists, the 
conclusion follows that the book will be of 
For of all the topics or branches 
of economic science, the principles of money 
is of the most directly practical importance, 
Without any technical knowledge of eco- 
nomic rent, or without having so much as 
heard of the economic theory of a wages 
fund, the public may go on adjusting rent 
charges and agreeing upon wages to satis- 
factorily suit each particular case. But the. 
money question is a public and a political 
question, and one which, like the poor, we 
have always with us. Because exchanges, 
or, less accurately, perhaps, business trans- 
actions, are regarded as the most important 
matter of social! life, and money is the gen- 
eral instrument or medium of these trans- 
actions, it assumes by reflection vast and 
perhaps undue importance, and its province 
comes to be greatly expanded and misappre- 
hended, By a sort of economic synecdoche 
this instrument of the exchange of goods is 
often put for the goods themselves. And 
since the government hasrightly undertaken 
to put Its stamp of identification upon the 
money standard or common denominator of 
exchanges, and often also wrongly to “ fix” 
its value and arbitrarily control its amount, 
it is an easy cry to the notion that govern- 
ment may at will.make or break business 
by making or neglecting to make money. 

The great importance of a clear public 
understanding of the proper functions of 
money follows as a deduction from the, fore- 
going considerations; but this importance is 
increased by the fact that all dbout us may 
be heard the contention that there is not 
money enough in the-country at the pres- 
ent time, and that the government ought to 
remedy the evil by issuing more. The dif- 
ference between the still large number of 
citizens who favor the free coinage of sil- 
ver to meet this alleged shortage and the 
out and out or old time greenbacker is of 
degree rather than in kind; and I observe 
that the) free silver advocate is usually and 
consistently a “‘ friend of greenbacks "’ also. 


The direct practical value of the book lies 
in the fact that its “‘ motive ’’—as we say in 
discussing a piece of music—is contraven- 
tion of the quantity theory of money. The 
necessity of a clear understanding of the 
functions of money is met at the outset. 
They are (1) a standard and (2) a medium 
of exchange. The loose statement some- 
times made by economists that standard 
money is a measure of value is not acceptéd 
or recognized here. Value is an exchange 
relation between commodities in general. and 


of wheat is a dollar then the value of a dollar 
is a bushel of wheat. The fault in saying 
that measuring values is a distinctive func- 
tion of money lies in the assumption or 
implication that the value of the standard 
money commodity remains constant, while 
that of all other commodities may fluctuate. 
Money is only one side of the value (or the 
price) relation or ratio, while goods are the 
other side, and either side may be influenced 
by changing cost of production, supply, or 
demand, 

It is admitted by the author that “ gold 
may not be a, perfect standard” and it is 
not denied “that the value of a precious 
mgtal like gold may not be influenced by 
changes in its demand and sypply, but only 
that these changes cannot under present con- 
ditions be sudden or extreme.’’ On account 
of the durability of gold, which resultsina 
large total supply in proportion to its an- 
‘nual output, “ ordinary changes in demand 
and supply cannot produce any extreme or 
rapid changes in its world value,”’ and “ the 
world supply must be kept In mind, sincethe 
proper value of an exportable article like 
gold is always, except for slight. temporary 
fluctuations, its world value.’’ Because the 


roughly speaking, only the annual supply, 
natural and frequent changes in this annual 
supply, or in demand for it, produce rapid 
and extreme fluctuations in its price. Owing 
to the enormous preduction of gold during 
the last half century “it has by its quality 
of durability assumed such a condition of 
stability that its world value is less likely to 
be shaken by ordinary changes in its own 
demand and supply than that of any other 
known commodity.”’ So the gold standard 
“is the explicable preference of the business 
world based on correct economic analysis 
which has been crystallized in a long series 
of legislative acts since 1853. This is why 
it may be said that standards are not created 
by governments, but that governments nec- 
essarily adopt the standard created by its 
citizens.” 


The author strongly emphasizes the neces- 
sity of keeping in mind the distinction be- 
ween the function of money as a standard 
or common denominator of values and as a 
medium of exchange.

medium, and as the credit money system be- 
comes more perfect, which is the present 
tendency, the proportion of standard money 
needed grows less. The advocates of an ir- 
redeemable paper currency urge its cheap- 
ness as a4 leading argumentinits favor, This 
argument may be turned im favor of deposit 
currency and other forms of credit money. 
Standard money is unproductive, and it Is 
therefore costly for people to keep much of 
it about them, which is the tendency in iso- 
lated or undeveloped societies. “It is only 
when a country begins to arise out of pov- 
erty and to accumulate surplus wealth that 
it can afford, or is likely to indulge in, a 
quantity of the precious metals to form the 
machinery of its exchange. This was the 
reason why, early in the last century, little 
gold and silver were in circulation in the 
United States; and it:is. the reason metallic 
money (or paper money redeemable in coin) 
is also scarce certain parts of the south 
and west today. A general issue of more 


money would not benefit them. . . .. It 
is a question of wealth, not of the 
symbols of wealth. In proportion to 


its wealth a community can and will ob- 
tain all the media of exchange f needs. 
oe Exactly in proportion to its com- 
mercial and financial development will it 
economize the use of valuable money metal 
and secure a safe and efficient medium of ex- 
change other than coin; it will then exact 
that the solvency of these media shall b 
constantly tested by presentation on de- 
mand for the standard metal. Thus the 
quantity of ‘money’ needed by a country 
will vary in different sections ofits territory, 
and vary in the different stages of its com- 
mercial development. The quantity 
of its media of exchange, under an efficient 
system of banking, will automatically adjust 
itself, without any interference by the state, 
to the amount of exchanging to be done. ... 
It goes without saying, therefore, that a 
country which, by a blundering policy, keeps 
an unnecessarily large sum of wealth oc- 
cupied in performing its exchanges—when, 
under skillful management, a Much less sum 
would do the work equally well-is taxing 
itself foolishly. There is no more sense in 
feeling pride in a large per capita circulation 
than in a large per capita taxation.” 


The author gives interesting illustrations 
of the variations in the demand for currency 
at different times in the year arising from 
methods of doing business, and from the 
ebb and flow of industrial activity at differ- 
ent seasons. The most marked variations in 
demand for currency in this country occur in 
the annual marketing of the crops. ‘“ The 
farmer on selling his crops may receive a 
check in payment; but as he and a large part 
of the community in which he deals do not 
find the check and deposit system convenient 
he is not satisfied with that sort of payment. 
He cashes the check at the bank, or through 
some merchant, and thus secures the form af 
payment which is required. If he cashes it 
with a merchant a portion may be merely 
offset against his account at the ‘store’ 
where he deals, and to that extent the de- 
mand may be satisfied without resort to note 
currency. But not so with the balance; for 
that he must have coin or notes. Some of 
this currency is used at once in settling out- 
standing accounts, and thus gets back to 
the bank almost immediately through th¢ 
deposits of the tradesmen. To this exte 
the demand is of short duration. The rest 
of the currency is paid out from time to time 
during the fall and winter for * help,’ and in 
the purchase of the winter’s supplies, or is 
held in cash in many cases to meet the spring 
payment on a mortgage. The net result is 
that the average farmer has in his possession 
for the three or four months after he has sold 
his crop a much larger stim of money or 
notes than during the three or four months 
immediately preceding.’”’ 

In view of this fluctuating demand for cur- 
rency the author insists that ‘‘ the redemp- 
tion in standard coins is the one efficient 
means of adjusting the quantity of the issues 
to the actual needs of the community. No 
one can authoritatively indicate how much 
of any kind of money or of any specific de- 
nomination will be required by the transac- 
tions of the country. When the demand for 
this extra token coinage ceases it will go 
out of circulation through redemption. ‘For 
small notes a quantity to be fixed only by the 
extent of such transactions must be pro- 
vided either by the state or by the banking 
system—preferably by the latter, because 
the banks are discounting and in close con- 
tact’ with actual trade and can perfectly ad- 
just the supply to the demand.’ 


A thorough discussion of “credit,” of 
* deposit currency,’’ of *‘ the true theory of 
prices,’”” and of “ prices and the movement 
of specie ’’ has a direct bearing on the quan- 
tity theory. It is shown that “* modern credit 
is a means of coining property into means of 
payment, thereby enabling that property to 
be exchanged against other property with- 
out the intervention of money as a medium of 
exchange. » The phenomenal develop- 
ment of credit only emphasizes the truth 
that the stability of the standard in which 
prices are expressed is beyond all things most 
essential.’”’ Forms of credit are ‘‘ the ma- 
chinery by which a large part of general 
wealth in goods, in addition to gold and sil- 
ver, is converted into general purchasing 
power.” The perfect elasticity of the 
deposit currency is its most valuable, as it 
is at the same time its least appreciated. 
characteristic. A medium of exchange based 
on commercial assets and therefore perfectly 
elastic is here with us ictive, efficient, per- 
forming a mass of exchanges out of all pro- 
portions to the work of bank notes or to any 
cther form of money. Given an unquestioned 
Stability of the standard, goods will more 
and more easily be transferred by means of 
offsets against each other without a suspi- 
cious demand for the standard metal. The 
greater the stability of the standard, the 
less it will be used as a medium of exchange.” 

Here is an important point bearing upon the 
quantity theory: “ We have already empha- 
sized the fact that the superstructure (of de- 
posit curren¢y) is’ baséd on goods and not on 
money; that each ¢redit transaction origi- 
nated more or less remotely in a transfer of 
gcods; that, instead of credit resting like an 
inverted pyramid upon a narrow sum of 
money, each form of (normal) credit rests 
on a corresponding value of salable goods; 
and that the forms of credit could come into 
existence only because of a basic operation 
in goods,” 


The quantity theory is that general pn 
are determined by a the 
quantity of money in circulation and the 
amount of transactions in goods. But the 
essence of the quantity theory is unquestion- 
ably that price making can so on only 
threugh an actual exchange through “ mon- 
ey against goods; and the level of prices is 
fixed by comparison between the amount of 
exchanging to be effected (taking into ac- 
count the number of times the commodity 
changes hands) and the quantity of money 
however defined, in circulation—taking into 
the account the rapidity of circulation. The 
quantity theory can be operative only under 
a monopoly of the coinage or of the issues of 
money by the central authority, and “ in 
the case of metals no free coinage can be al- 
lowed, otherwise the coins would have the 
value of bullion from which they are made.” 
unaffected by the extra quantity of money 
issued, Again, the theory holds true “ only 
in that state of things in which money is the 
only instrument of exchange, and is actually 
passed from hand to hand. Exchange by 
barter or by those refined methods devised 
by banks can have no influence on prices, 
Credit is supposed to be nonexistent.” 

The meré statement of thesé¢ obvious condi- 
tions and limitations illustrates the fallacy 
of the notion so commonly entertained that 
prices increase as money in circulation in- 


creases. “The central error of the quan- 
tity theory lies in the assumed premise that 
prices are fixed by. a comparison between the 
goods to be exchanged and by the media by 
which the work is to be done”; whereas 
“ priee is an exchange relation between goods 
and thestandard money commodity, whether 
that money commodity be used as a medium 
of exchange or not”; and “the prices of 
goods are, of course, the quantities of the 


|} standard metal for which they exchange.” 


Therefore if the increased quantity of 
“money” is of inconvertible paper it will 
lower prices not by virtue of its increase of 
the total circulation, but by substituting its 
own degraded standard in place of the metal 
standard. If the hypothetical increase be 
of convertible paper its amount will be self- 
regulating, and will be returned for re- 
demption as soon as it appears by Its excess 
to depreciate in its purchasing power. The 
author contends that facts as well as sound 
principle, in the light of the present de- 
velopment of credit currency and economic 
knowledge, contravene the quantity theory. 
‘* Taking the available data at hand for the 
United States one would have no hesitation 
in saying that in no single case examined 
has there been any proportion whatever be- 
tween movements of prices and the quantity 
of circulation.” . . The genera! outcome 
has been a race between the effects of the 
lowered cost of obtaining gold and a lowered 
expense of producing goods in general in 
which the latter has won. Both gold and 
goods can now be obtained by less human 
effort than ever before, but goods by even 
less, relatively, than gold. 


If gold were required as a medium of ex- 
change in addition to its work as a standard 
metal, the demand for it might be heavy, but 
‘‘the greatest commercial nation of the 
world, acting as a clearing house between al- 
most all the countries of the globe, financing 
foreign public debts and operations in many 
countries, has a monetary demand for less 
than $450,000,000 of gold, an amount which 
could be supplied by one and a half years’ 
production from the mines. The total 
amount of the demand for gold in this coun- 
try is met by about $1,135,000,000, or by less 
than four years’ production of gold at the 
present annual average rate.”’ 

The possession of marketable goods will 
always create a medium of exchange. The 
recent spasmodic demands for more money 
on Wall street were not due toa legitimate 
scarcity of money, but to the fact that the 
clamorers had unmarketable goods or bad 
security to offer for it, and hoped to get it 
through the grace of the government by fic- 
titious credit. 

It being technically true that a great in- 
crease or decrease in the world’s stock 
of. gold would measurably affect prices 
in those countries where it is the stand- 
ard, Prof. Laughlin will doubtless be 
accused of controverting a point which 
he really concedes. But this is not the real 
question at issue; and he has rendered a 
valuable public service by showing clearly 
that the common application of the quantity 
theory is fallacious and the common demands 
of its advocates ill founded. The confident 
current assertion of a certain school of poli- 
ticians that the recent tendency to higher 
prices is due to the increased production of 
gold, and is therefore a vindication of their 
former demand for the increase of standard 
money by the free coinage of silver, illus- 
trates the need and the value of Prof. Laugh- 
lin’s dissection of the quantity theory. 

A distinguishing feature of this work is 
that it is an elucidation of the principles of 
money in its latest evolution. It is distinct- 
ively of the present. ALBERT WATKINS. 


NEW EDITION OF KINGSLEY. 
An Attempt to Revive the Novelist’s Pop- 


ularity. 

A laudable attempt to revive tle fame of 
a novelist is seen in the announcement of a 
new “ LIBRARY EDITION OF CHARLES 
KINGSLEY'S COMPLETE WORKS,” made 
by J. F. Taylor & Co. of New York. 
It is doubtful if the younger genera- 
tion know much of the man who de- 
lighted so many of their elders, a man whose 
purity and highmindedness no one doubted, 
however much they may have regarded him 
as a visionary. When heresy hunting be- 
came popular in the English church Kingsley 
was made to suffer, and it was easy to find 
matter in his sermons and books upon which 
to base charges, but that has nothing to do 
with his fame as a wrizer, which is some- 
thing apart from his position as a church- 
man. 

The healthy and wholesome personality of 
the man entered into everything he wrote, 
and the manliness which was one of his 
most admirable traits stands out on every 
page of his books. For vividness and beauty 
of description ‘‘ Hypatia’’ has few equals, 
and there is nothing more virile and hearty 
than that stirring romance ‘“‘ Westward Ho!”’ 
which has served as aa unapproachable and 
tantalizing model for so many later roman- 
cers. In Yeast”’ and “ Altmon Locke ”™ 
Kingsley was on a favorite there of his—the 
condition of the English working people, and 
nothing more haunting or pathetic in the 
form of a novel has been written than the 
story of the tailor-poet. London is full of 
settlements for the amelioration of the con- 
dition of the poor now, and in all the large 
cities of the world there are bands of earnest 
workers doing with applause the things 
Kingsley was berated and ostracized for pro- 
posing. 

Hereward the Wake,”’ which for beauti- 
ful English and strength of story is almost 
without a. peer among historical romances, 
has been chosen as the first work to appear 
in the new edition. Itisintwo volumes, each 
of which has three illustrations. The paper 
and type are excellent. The binding of the 
series is red, with paper jabels. ‘‘ Alton 
Locke,’ “ Westward Ho!,” “Two Years 
Ago,” “‘ Hypatia,’. and the Letters and 
Memories ’’ are each to be in two volumes. 
One volume each will be devoted to “* Yeast ”’ 
and the poems. The new edition is under the 
supervision of the son, Maurice Kingsley. 


BABEL AND BIBLE. 

Two lectures by Friedrich Delitzsch, Uni- 
versity of Berlin. G. P. Putnam Sons. 
Prof. Delitzsch is a famous Assyriologist, 
but his notoriety comes of a sensational! lec- 
ture which he delivered in Berlin a few 
weeks ago, among his listeners being the 
German emperor. The professor, like some 
other more or bess original German pundits, 
likes to slosh around” once in awhile and 
stir up the critics. There must have been 
some sort of a ‘ psychological moment’"’ 
about that time, or the deliverer of such a 
random .jJecture as this, or, rather, as these 
two, could never have awakened any sensa- 

tion at all. 

But what has Babylon to do with the bible? 
As recent wonderful discoveries and de- 
ciphering of tablets clearly show, the one 
did, beyond question, have a good deal to do 
with the other. The Babel histories, tradi- 
tions, forms: of social organization, and rec- 
ords are older by many centuries than those 
of the bible. There were room and opportu- 
nity for some interplay of cause and effect. 
Besides this, as was natural with peoples de- 
rived from the same racial] stock, there would 
naturally be some lines of likeness between 
them. On the whole, however, which are 
the most remarkabie and vital, the likenesses 
or the essential contrasts? This is the point, 
not for professional scholars merely but for 
all thoughtful persons toconsider, and decide 
each one for himself. 

As regards these two iectures, nothing 
could be less “ scientific’’ than Prof. De- 
litasch’s method and manner. He has his 
own presupposition and he jumps to hisown 
conclusion. He intimates that in another 
lecture, soon to be delivered, he will show 
how much closer to his heart, after all, it is 
**to maintain and to build tham to overthrow 
and make away with pillars that have grown 
tottering.’”” Perhaps that will prove to be the 
final act in this “ Babel and Bible” drama 
of this modern German Samson Agonistes. 


A Red Man of Quality. 


“A Red Man of Quality’ is not all that its 
name promises. Such a fascinating story might 
be writtten under that title that Edward Bji1: 
ings’ romance inspires a feeling akin to resent- 
ment. The red man of real life has some prosaic 
qualities, but he has also some picturesque and 
interesting ones, and there is no excuse for his 
being stupid in fiction. (The Saalfield 
company.)

HE fourth volume of THE JEWISH 
ENCYCLOPEDIA has just been put on 
the market by the Funk & Wagnallis 
company, and it' bears favorable com- 
parison with its predecessors. Some idea 

of the magnitude of this work, which isto be 
in twelve volumes, may be had from the facts 
that 600 editors and contributors are en- 
gaged on it; that it will cover 8,000 double 
column pages and contain over 2,000 illus- 
trations. Volume IV, has 1,132 entries, 173 
editors and contributors, 203 illustrations, 
and covers 700 pages. 


Scattered through the 700 pages which make 
up the volume will be found many articles 
of absorbing interest to the genera) reader. 
For instance, the artitle ‘‘ Chazars.”’ which 
commences the fourth volume, treats of the 
people of that name. ‘Though of Turkish 
origin, the life and history of this people are 
interwoven with the beginning of the history 
of the Jews in Russia. The subject is one 
that has awakened. the interest of scholars 
throughout the world, but hitherto the re- 
searches concerning this people have been 
available only In languages other than the 
English, in books now rare and avail- 
able only to scholars. . The author of this 
article. Herman Rosenthal, chief of the 
Slavonic department of the New York pub- 
lic library, himself dwelt for years In the 
regions over which the Chazars held sway.
